^Prospects  of  additional  cotton  purchases  by  the  Soviet  Union  have 
improved  as  the  crop  situation  in  Uzbekistan  deteriorates. 

*Egypt  has  tendered  about  100,000  bales  of  U.S.  cotton  and  would  like 
to  buy  at  least  another  100,000. 

^Foreign  exportable  supplies  continue  to  climb  with  improved  crop 
outlooks  abroad. 

•^Pakistan's  export  outlook  improved  100,000  bales  to  1  million  durino 
the  month. 

^Brazil's  favorable  cotton  crop  outlook  boosts  their  export  prospects 
50  percent  to  300,000  bales. 

■^China's  enormous  crop  should  more  than  double  stocks  by  the  end  of  the 
season  at  16.2  million  bales,  representing  44  percent  of  world  stocks. 

^Overall  prices  in  international  markets  declined  during  the  month,  and 
U.S.  price  competitiveness  deteriorated  further.

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World  1964/85  cotton  consumption  prospects  have  improved  slightly  during  the 
past  month  to  a  record  69.7  million  bales,  about  1.0  million"  more  than  last 
season.    Principal  revisions  were  made  in  India  reflecting  greater  available 
supplies  and  moderately  less  consumption  in  Thailand. 

World  cotton  production  in  1984/85  is  estimated  at  a  record  81.8  million 
bales,  1  percent  above  last  month's  forecast  and  21  percent  above  1983/84. 
Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  68.5  million  bales,  2  percent  above  a 
month  earlier  and  15  percent  above  1983/84.    Brazil  and  China  account  for 
over  half  the  production  increase  this  month.    Crops  in  both  countries  are 
expected  to  be  a  record.    A  record  crop  also  is  anticipated  in  Pakistan, 
where  the  r.arvest  is  50  percent  complete  and  ginning  rates  are  reported 
high.    Larger  crops  are  also  anticipated  in  India  and  Turkey. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  continue  to  move  at  a  favorable  pace.    Monthly  exports 
during  November  increased  to  507,000  bales,  65  percent  above  the  October 
level  and  the  largest  November  movement  since  the  1979/80  season. 
Season-to-date  exports  reached  1.6  million  bales,  compared  with  1.5  million  a 
year  earlier.    Exports  this  season  have  been  much  larger  to  Europe.  The 
major  gains  are  to  Italy,  Greece,  the  Soviet  Union,  Yugoslavia  and 
Switzerland.    Exports  to  Asia,  the  West  Hemisphere  and  Africa  are  below  a 
year  ago.    The  two  largest  U.S.  markets,  Japan  and  South  Korea,  are  down  8 
percent  and  4  percent,  respectively.    Both  countries  report  cotton  imoorts 
from  China.    Japanese  trade  statistics  indicate  August/November  imports  of 
36,000  bales  from  China,  2.7  times  the  level  in  comparable  period  of 
1983/84.    The  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in  Seoul  reports  South  Korean 
buyers  indicate  that  actual  imports  will  depend  on  the  willingness  of  China 
to  discount  its  cotton.    Chinese  cotton  reportedly  lacks  a  well-defined 
grading  system  and,  therefore,  can  vary  in  quality  and  moisture  level. 

The  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  indicates  December  1984  movement  increased 
seasonably  from  November,  but  fell  below  the  level  achieved  in  December 
1983.    Export  movement  in  the  four  weeks  ending  December  27  was  reported  at 
561,000  bales  (535,000  running  bales),  5  percent  below  a  year  earlier. 
Cumulative  export  movement  through  December  27  was  reported  at  2.2  million 
bdlejs,  slightly  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Total  1984/85  U.S.  cotton  exports 
are  forecast  at  6.5  million  bales,  still  moderately  below  the  6.8  million 
siiipped  in  1983/84. 

U.S.  cotton  imports  during  August-November  were  insignificant,  totaling  846 
bales,  compared  with  875  bales  during  the  same  period  last  season.    Egypt  and 
Mexico  were  the  principal  suppliers. 

World  cotton  trade  projections  have  been  increased  from  the  December  forecast 
and  now  total  20.6  million  bales.    Principal  revisions  were  made  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  the  United  States,  Greece,  Pakistan  and  Syria.    The  Soviet 
import  forecast  was  increased  and  export  forecast  trimmed  to  reflect  lower 
available  supplies;  Soviet  harvesting  progressed  slower  than  last  season  and 
the  crop  estimate  was  reduced.    The  USSR  purchased  substantial  cotton  from 
the  United  States  and  other  suppliers  in  the  past  two  seasons.    The  U.S. 
export  forecast  was  increased  to  6.5  million  bales  to  reflect  anticipated 
sales  to  the  USSR  and  GSM-102  credit  approval,  which  will  enable  Egypt  to 
purchase  U.S.  upland  cotton. 
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The  reduction  in  the  Greek  production  estimate  is  expected  to  encourage 
Greece  to  import  more  cotton  than  previously  expected.    The  Pakistani  crop 
estimate  increase  will  provide  larger  available  supplies  for  export  and  a 
reduction  in  the  Syrian  crop  estimate  lowered  export  availability. 

World  carryout  stock  prospects  continued  to  climb  in  January  despite  modest 
increases  in  world  consumption.    The  1984/85  world  ending  stock  level  is  now 
estimated  at  36.2  million  bales,  1.1  million  above  last  month's  figure. 
Significant  increases  in  Brazil  and  China  are  primarily  responsible  for  the 
upward  stock  revision.    On  the  other  hand,  improved  U.S.  export  prosoects 
have  reduced  the  U.S.  stock  estimate  to  4.3  million  bales. 

The  average  monthly  international  'A'  Index  price  fell  during  December  to 
72.03  cents  per  pound,  while  U.S.  price  quotes  rose  to  73.69  cents.  The 
deteriorating  U.S.  price  position  is  partially  explained  by  the  fact  that 
foreign  suppliers  and  buyers  have  focused  on  the  ample  supply  situation. 
Overall,  December's  smaller  U.S.  export  sales  level  reflects  the  less 
competitive  U.S.  price  position  in  world  markets. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 


According  to  the  U.S.  agricultural  officer  in  Sao  Paulo,  the  1984/85 
Brazilian  cotton  crop  should  total  3.7  bales,  up  44  percent  from  last 
season's  revised  estimate  of  1.6  million.    Attractive  cotton  prices  have 
encouraged  plantings  in  the  south,  now  estimated  to  have  increased  37  percent 
over  the  previous  year.    Although  it  was  extremely  dry  in  Sao  Paulo  and 
Parana  during  part  of  the  planting  season  (September  and  October),  rains 
starttd  in  November  and  since  then  weather  conditions  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  U.S.  agricultural  attache  in  Islamabad  forecasts  Pakistan's  output  of 
cotton  in  1984/85  at  3,845,000  bales,  76  percent  above  last  season's  crop  of 
2,188,000  bales.    Record  deliveries  of  raw  cotton  to  gins  are  raising 
expectations  that  the  1984/85  cotton  crop  will  be  a  record. 

The  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in  New  Delhi  estimates  India' s  1984/85  cotton 
crop  at  6,480,000  bales,  10  percent  above  last  year's  crop,  mainly  due  to 
timely  rains  in  most  of  the  cotton  producing  areas  during  September  and 
October.    Cotton  harvesting  began  in  September  and  should  be  completed  by 
April. 

First  quarter  (Aug. -Oct.)  raw  cotton  imports  by  Taiwan  have  declined  12 
percent  from  the  previous  season.    Moreover,  the  U.S.  share  of  raw  cotton 
purchased  by  mills  has  slipped  to  26  percent,  compared  to  the  previous  two 
seasons,  when  the  U.S.  share  was  50  percent  in  1983  and  42  percent  in  1982. 
The  overall  import  decline  is  attributed  to  a  recent  slowdown  in  Taiwan's 
cotton  textile  exports.    The  lower  U.S.  share  reflects  bumper  crops  and  lower 
prices  in  nearby  major  cotton  producing  areas. 

Representatives  of  Chinatex  and  the  Japanese  cotton  trade  have  apparently 
reached  a  "fundamental  understanding"  on  a  new  agreement  which  would  govern 
shipping  terms  for  Chinese  cotton  trade  to  Japan.    The  agreement  will 
establish  quality  certifications  and  standard  product  weight,  and  establish 
penalties  for  such  problems  as  shipping  delays. 
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MANMADE  FIBER  AND  TEXTILES 

Manmade  fiber  price  levels  continued  weak  in  several  international  markets 
during  December.    Average  price  quotations  for  first  quality  polyester  fiber 
declined  during  the  month  in  five  of  the  markets  under  observation. 
End-of-December  prices  dropped  to  the  lowest  level  of  calendar  198A.  Early 
January  1985  quotations  are  below  January  198A  in  all  markets.

Ti  ,e  Soviet  Union  announced  cloth  production  of  10.7  billion  square  meters 
during  January-November  198A,  A  percent  above  the  1983  level  of  10.3  billion. 

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  198A/85  cotton  sales  during  the  four-week  period  of  Nov. 
30-December  27,  198A,  were  350,900  running  bales  (RB)  of  Upland  and  10,700  RB 
of  Pinia  cotton  (See  Table  7).    Weekly  Upland  sales  averaged  87,725  RB,  only  71 
percent  of  weekly  average  sales  during  November.    The  breakdown  of  sales 
follows:  Upland  1-1/16"  and  longer  represented  51  percent  of  sales;  1"  to 
1-1/16",  22  percent;  and  under  1",  27  percent.    Taiwan,  South  Korea,  Japan  and 
Candda  were  the  major  buyers  of  Upland  while  Yugoslavia    was  the  major  buyer 
of  Pinia.

Preliminary  forecasts  indicate  that  foreign  harvested  cotton  area  in  1985/86 
coulo  range  from  28  to  29  million  hectares.    This  range  represents  a  2.4  to 
5.7  percent  decrease  in  cotton  plantings  from  the  previous  year.    The  largest 
percentage  change,  10.8  percent,  is  anticipated  to  occur  in  Mexico  and 
Central  America.    Mexico  should  account  for  the  largest  decline  as  lower 
cotton  prices  prompt  farmers  to  switch  from  cotton  to  wheat  in  the  major 
cotton  producing  regions  of  Sinaloa  and  Sonora.    Planting  decisions  remain 
uncertain  in  many  Central  American  countries. 

During  the  last  several  years,  the  Soviet  Union's  cotton  area  has  stabilized 
at  3.2  million  hectares.    A  slight  decrease  is  possible  if  Kirgizia  ceases  to 
plant  cotton. 

In  cnina,  cotton  area  is  expected  to  decline  due  to  excessive  supplies. 
China's  State  Council  announced  a  new  1985  cotton  policy  in  October  that 
limits  cotton  procurements  to  19.5  million  bales.    On  the  basis  of  this 
information,  area  could  range  from  5.6  to  5.8  million  hectares. 

Lower  plantings  are  also  anticipated  in  South  America,  particularly  in 
Argentina,  Brazil  and  Colombia  due  to  depressed  world  cotton  prices.  In 
Argeritina,  tvie  tight  financial  situation  will  likely  prompt  farmers  to  plant 
other  crops.    Brazil's  cotton  area  is  expected  to  revert  back  to  a  more 
normal  level  of  about  2  million  hectares.    Planting  decisions  in  Colombia 
will  be  influenced  by  credit  restrictions  and  lower  support  prices. 

G:.eece  is  expected  to  increase  plantings  by  about  4  percent.  Soain's  area 
could  increase  by  as  much  as  17  percent  due  to  efforts  to  increase  output. 

Little  change  is  anticipated  in  Africa.  However,  cotton  area  could  decrease 
if  the  shift  to  food  crops  continues. 

In  Asia  (excluding  China),  a  slight  decrease  is  anticipated  due  to 
expectations  of  reduced  plantings  in  Syria  and  Turkey.    Australia's  area 
could  be  up  marginally. 
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These  forecasts  are  based  primarily  on  special  attache  reports  received  in 
late  December  198A  and  early  January  1985.    Actual  area  could  vary  from  these 
estimates  for  a  number  of  reasons,  including  government  policy,  weather 
during  planting  and  harvesting,  and  price  changes  for  cotton  and  competing 
crops.

Approved  by  the  World  Agricultural  Outlook  Board  -  USDA 
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World  cotton  consumption  in  1984/85  is  projected  at  69.8  million  bales, 
slightly  above  the  January  estimate,  but  still  1.0  million  above  the  1983/84 
level.       Although  the  consumption  estimates  for  a  number  of  East  European 
countries  were  increased  marginally,   these  gains  were  largely  offset  by 
reduced  prospects  in  Poland,  Hungary,  and  South  Africa. 

World  cotton  production  in  1984/85  is  virtually  unchanged  from  last  month's 
record  81.8  million  bales.     Foreign  output  is  still  estimated  at  a  record 
68.5  million  bales.     Record  crop  prospects  for  Pakistan  and  Australia  were 
more  than  offset  by  a  reduced  outturn  for  the  Soviet  Union.  Cotton 
procurement  data  indicate  that  procurements  fell  9  percent  below  the 
Soviets'   original  plan. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  continued  to  climb  during  December,  reaching  660,000 
bales,  the  highest  monthly  level  this  season.     August -Dec ember  cumulative 
exports  totaled  2.2  million  bales,  4  percent  above  the  same  period  of 
1983/84  and  slightly  above  the  5-year  1978/79-1982/83  average.     U.S.  exports 
to  European  destinations  are  significantly  above  last  season's  and  have 
buttressed  what  otherwise  could  have  been  a  disappointing  season. 
Season-to-date  exports  to  Europe  and  the  Soviet  Union  totaled  654,000  bales, 
a  gain  of  almost  50  percent  over  last  season.     Exports  to  Asia,  the  Western 
Hemisphere,   and  Africa  are  down.     Stronger  movement  to  South  Korea  during 
December,  however,  has  lifted  cumulative  exports  to  that  market  above 
year-earlier  levels  for  the  first  time  this  season.     Exports  to  Japan  remain 
below  last  year's. 

The  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  indicates  export  movement  during  the  first  one 
half  of  the  1984/85  season  (August- January )  was  slightly  ahead  of  1983/84  at 
3.1  million  bales     (3.0  million  running  bales).     Regional  destinations 
continue  the  same  pattern:  Europe  is  significantly  above  last  season's  while 
Asian,  Western  Hemisphere,   and  African  markets  are  down.     South  Korea  and 
Taiwan  are  the  only  major  non-European  markets  taking  more  U.S.  cotton  than 
during  the  same  period  of  1983/84.     Total  1984/85  U.S.  exports  are  forecast 
at  6.5  million  bales.     During  1983/84,  42  percent  of  the  season's  total  was 
exported  in  the  first  6  months  of  the  season. 

World  1984/85  cotton  trade  is  estimated  at  20.7  million  bales,  slightly 
above  last  month's  estimate  and  7  percent  above  that  of  1983/84.  Export 
estimates  were  increased  for  Pakistan,  Brazil,  and  Australia,  where 
production  is  expected  to  exceed  prior  forecasts,  and  reduced  for  the  Soviet 
Union,  where  the  crop  estimate  was  lowered.     Taiwan's  cotton  import  forecast 
was  trimmed  slightly  to  reflect  the  fading  optimism  in  Taiwan's  cotton 
textile  export  outlook  this  season.     Taiwan  fears  slipping  cotton  textile 
exports  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  calendar  1984  may  foretell  1985  textile 
exports  below  earlier  projections.     Cotton  imports  were  reported  down  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1984/85;  however,   season  totals  may  approximate  the 
1983/84  level.     Minor  revisions  were  made  in  East  European  imports  to 
reflect  official  trade  statistics  reported  through  calendar  1983. 

World  ending  stocks  of  cotton  in  1984/85  are  estimated  at  36.3  million 
bales,   an  increase  of  100,000  from  last  month's  estimate.     In  Pakistan, 
improved  crop  prospects  in  1984/85  should  boost  ending  stocks  by  55,000 
bales  to  620,000.     Similarly,  Australian  ending  stocks  are  now  estimated  at 
602,000  bales,  up  44,000  from  last  month.     Reflecting  upward  revisions  in 
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the  import  estimates  for  1982/83,  ending  stocks  in  Romania  and  South  Africa 
have  been  increased  by  96,000  bales  and  61,000  bales,  respectively.  In 
Bulgaria,   stronger  import  demand,  coupled  with  an  upward  revision  in  the 
1983/84  import  estimate,  accounts  for  a  67,000-bale  increase  in  ending 
stocks. 

Drawdowns  in  ending  stocks  are  projected  for  Brazil,  Taiwan,  and  the  Soviet 
Union.     Reflecting  improved  export  prospects  in  1984/85,  Brazilian  ending 
stocks  are  now  forecast  at  nearly  2.3  million,  a  decline  of  100,000  from 
last  month.     In  Taiwan,  reduced  import  needs  in  1984/85  account  for  a 
50,000-bale  decline  in  ending  stocks.     Soviet  ending  stocks  have  been 
lowered  by  50,000  bales  to  slightly  over  2.1  million  due  to  reduced 
production  in  1984/85. 

International  prices  slid  further  during  January  as  the  average  'A'  Index 
price  fell  to  71.12  cents  per  pound,  88  points  below  the  December  average. 
On  the  other  hand,  U.S.  quotes  either  strengthened  or  were  only  marginally 
lower,  and  thus  the  competitive  position  in  international  markets  weakened. 
Recent  export  sales  figures  reflect  the  price  situation  through  January. 
Cumulative  sales  lagged  further  behind  last  year's  level.     The  presence  of 
increased  quantities  of  foreign  growths  offered  in  international  markets 
below  U.S.  quotes  appears  to  be  limiting  U.S.  sales  at  this  time. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

In  an  effort  to  manage  better  the  growing  supplies  of  cotton  in  China, 
authorities  plan  to  increase  construction  of  storage  facilities  and  form  a 
new  raw  materials  trade  corporation  to  handle  increased  raw  cotton  exports. 
The  State  Planning  Commission  and  Ministry  of  Commerce  stated  that  by  the 
end  of  1986,  China  will  have  storage  for  an  additional  1.5  million  tons  of 
cotton.     In  addition,  Chinatex  reforms  are  seen  as  an  effort  to  boost 
efficiency,   improve  quality,  and  increase  trade.     These  efforts  are  expected 
to  improve  China's  cotton  marketing  efforts  in  the  next  3  to  5  years, 

Australia' s  1984/85  cotton  crop  is  currently  forecast  at  940,000  bales  from 
a  harvested  area  of  194,000  hectares.     Production  at  this  level  would  be  45 
percent  above  last  year's  record  crop  of  648,000  bales  harvested  from  a 
record  136,000  hectares.     Good  soil  moisture  resulted  in  a  38-percent 
increase  in  dryland  plantings. 

The  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in  Pretoria  reports  reduced  1984/85  crop 
prospects.     USDA  estimates  the  cotton  crop  in  South  Africa  at  195,000  bales, 
2  percent  below  last  month's  estimate.     Area  is  reported  down  8  percent. 
This  year's  crop  was  planted  under  dry  conditions.     Since  planting,  rainfall 
has  been  patchy  or  nonexistent  in  most  cotton  areas.     More  rainfall  is 
needed  to  replenish  limited  irrigation  supplies. 
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Pakistan  reports  lower  exports  of  cotton  and  cotton  products  in  the  first 
quarter  (July-September)  of  Pakistani  fiscal  year  1984/85.     Raw  cotton 
exports  totaled  21,725  bales  during  the  first  quarter  of  1984/85  compared 
with  216,652  in  1983/84;  cotton  yarn  18,510  tons,  compared  with  27,480  a 
year  earlier;  and  cotton  cloth  126.7  million  square  meters,  compared  with 
140.8  million  in  1983/84.     The  drop  is  attributed  to  the  short  1983/84 
cotton  crop  in  Pakistan,     Exports  of  manmade  fiber  textiles  increased 
slightly  to  5.7  million  square  meters. 

India  has  announced  an  export  quota  covering  78,000  bales  (17,000  tons)  of 
long-staple  cotton.     The  quota  was  allocated  to  the  Public  Sector  Cotton 
Corporation  of  India  (40  percent),  Maharashtra  State  Cooperative  Cotton 
Growers  Marketing  Federation  (40  percent),  and  the  Gujarat  State  Cooperative 
Cotton  Marketing  Federation  (20  percent).     India  exported  300,000  bales  of 
all  types  of  cotton  during  1983/84. 

MANMADE  FIBER  AND  TEXTILES 

U.S.   imports  of  textile  products  continued  to  be  heavy  during  November  1984, 
totaling  659.0  million  square  yards,   2  percent  above  that  of  November  1983. 
Imports  of  cotton  textile  products,  reported  at  266.6  million  square  yards, 
were  down  slightly  from  a  year  earlier;  however,   larger  imports  of  wool  and 
manmade  fiber  products  more  than  offset  the  decline  in  cotton  products. 
Total  yarn  and  fabric  imports  were  below  last  year's  and  the  previous  month; 
however,   imports  of  apparel  and  miscellaneous  items  were  above  that  of  a 
year  ago.     Cumulative  textile  product  imports  had  already  exceeded  the  total 
1983  calendar  level  in  September.     January-November  imports  of  textile 
products  reached  9.2  billion  square  yards,  a  level  almost  one-fourth  above 
the  calendar  1983  total. 

January  polyester  fiber  price  quotations  weakened,  dipping  below  December 
levels  in  all  markets  under  observation.     Beginning  of  February  quotations 
continued  below  the  December  level  and  both  months  were  significantly  below 
year-ago  levels  in  most  markets.

Portugal  reports  substantially  larger  exports  of  textiles  and  garments 
during  the  first  8  months  of  1984  totaling  135,407  million  Escudos  ($778.2 
million),   a  gain  of  57  percent  over  the  comparable  1983  period. 

Brazil  reports  textile  exports  increased  significantly  during  calendar  1983, 
reaching  $817.6  million,   24  percent  more  than  the  1982  total  of  $658.1 
million.     Yarns  and  filaments  comprised  the  largest  segment  at  $229.9 
million,   followed  by  garments  $155.4  million,  cloth  $149.1  million  and  other 
$123.7  million.     The  United  States  and  the  European  Community  are  the 
principal  markets  for  Brazilian  textiles. 

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1984/85  cotton  sales  during  the  5-week  period  of  Dec.  28, 
1984- Jan.   31,   1985,  were  511,700  running  bales  (RB)  of  Upland  and  3,200  RB 
of  Pima  cotton  (see  Table  7).     Weekly  Upland  sales  averaged  102,340  RB,  17 
percent  higher  than  weekly  average  sales  during  December.     The  breakdown  of 
sales  follows:  Upland  1-1/16"  and  longer  represented  72  percent  of  sales;  1" 
to  1-1/16",   16  percent;  and  under  1",   12  percent.     South  Korea,  Egypt, 
Taiwan,  and  Japan  were  the  major  buyers.

COTTON  BRIEFS 

*  U.S.  cotton  supply  and  use  unchanged.    Exports  favorable  during  first  half 
of  season,  but  sales  for  export  weaken  in  February. 

*  Chinese  cotton  crop  estimate  increased  to  record  27.9  million  bales. 
Additional  supply  expected  to  increase  already  huge  Chinese  stocks. 

*  Pakistan's  cotton  crop  estimate  raised  to  a  record  4.5  million  bales. 
Export  estimate  increased  slightly. 

*  Peru's  cotton  crop  estimate  increased  to  460,000  bales.    Consumption  and 
export  estimates  increased  slightly. 

*  Hong  Kong's  consumption  estimate  trimmed  as  reports  indicate  slightly 
slower  mill  activity  in  recent  months. 

*  U.S.  cotton  faces  stiff  price  competition  in  international  markets. 


Statistics  are  based  on  the  "World  Agricultural  Supply  and  Demand  Estimates" 
released  March  11.    The  cotton  year  runs  from  August  through  July.    All  bales 
in  the  report  are  480-pound  net  weight.

Approved  by  the  World  Agricultural  Outlook  Board  -  USDA 
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Current  world  1984/85  cotton  consumption  forecast  lags  slightly  behind 
beginning  of  season  expectations,  but  is  still  projected  at  a  record  69.7 
million  bales.    Foreign  1984/85  consumption  is  forecast  at  64.4  million 
bales,  nearly  3  percent  above  last  season's  total.    U.S.  consumption  is 
forecast  at  5.3  million  bales,  down  11  percent  from  1983/84  and  reflects 
intense  competition  from  heavy  textile  imports.    Seasonal  prospects  improved 
during  the  first  half  of  1984/85  for  Asia  (excluding  China)  and  Eastern 
Europe,  while  declining  slightly  in  Western  Europe.    All  major  consuming 
countries  expect  improvements  over  1983/84  consumption  levels,  except  the 
United  States  and  Hong  Kong.    Hong  Kong  reports  slightly  slower  mill 
activity  in  recent  months,  which  has  shaved  1984/85  consumption  prospects  to 
750,000  bales. 

World  cotton  production  in  1984/85  is  estimated  at  a  record  84.3  million 
bales,  3  percent  above  last  month's  forecast  and  25  percent  above  1983/84. 
Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  a  record  71.0  million  bales,  4  percent 
above  a  month  earlier  and  19  percent  above  1983/84.    Record  crops  are 
anticipated  for  China  and  Pakistan.    Increased  output  is  also  forecast  for 
Peru  due  to  area  expansions  in  both  Tanguis  and  extra-long  staple  regions 
and  an  abundant  supply  of  irrigation  water. 

The  current  1984/85  U.S.  trade  outlook  is  unchanged  from  last  month  at  6.5 
million  bales.    Exports  during  the  first  half  of  the  season  were  favorable 
reaching  3.1  million  bales,  8  percent  above  the  same  period  of  1983/84  and 
the  largest  August- January  shipments  since  1979/80.    The  largest  gain  was 
made  in  exports  to  Europe,  which  increased  42  percent  over  the  same  period 
of  1983/84.    The  European  increases  were  highlighted  by  the  significantly 
larger  movements  to  Italy,  Greece,  Switzerland,  Belgium-Luxembourg,  and 
Portugal.    Exports  to  the  Soviet  Union  were  much  higher  and  reflected  sales 
made  in  1983/84,  but  not  shipped  until  early  in  the  1984/85  season.  Exports 
to  the  important  Asian  market  were  marginally  higher  while  those  to  the 
Western  Hemisphere  countries  and  Africa  declined.    During  the  1983/84 
season,  42  percent  of  all  exports  were  made  in  the  first  half  of  the  season. 

U.S.  January  exports  increased  seasonally  to  reach  836,000  bales,  the 
highest  monthly  level  since  March  1984.    Exports  to  both  Asia  and  Europe 
were  significantly  above  the  previous  month  and  the  January  1984  level. 
Monthly  movement  to  Japan  showed  the  greatest  increase  over  December  level. 
The  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  indicates  continuing  heavy  February  export 
movement.    The  February  movement  dropped  below  January  but  was  above  the 
December  level.    February  exports  have  exceeded  January  levels  six  times  and 
December  levels  nine  times  in  the  last  decade.    The  report  shows  cumulative 
exports  as  of  February  28  of  3.9  million  bales  (3.7  million  running  bales), 
still  leading  those  of  a  year  ago  by  over  100,000  bales. 

U.S.  imports  during  the  first  half  of  1984/85  were  slightly  above  1983/84. 
The  August- January  total  was  1,429  bales,  325  above  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
Mexico  and  Egypt  were  the  principal  suppliers,  accounting  for  63  percent  and 
29  percent,  respectively,  of  the  total. 

Foreign  1984/85  trade  projections  are  unchanged  from  last  month's  at  14.2 
million  bales  exports  and  20.6  million  bales  imports.    Minor  increases  in 
export  forecasts  for  Pakistan  and  Peru  were  made  to  reflect  larger  than 
expected  cotton  harvests.    World  exports  are  forecast  at  20.7  million  bales. 
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Global  ending  stocks  in  1984/85  are  estimated  at  38.7  million  bales,  a  2.4 
million-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    Significant  increases  in 
China,  Hong  Kong  and  Pakistan  are  the  primary  reason  for  the  upward  stock 
revision.    China's  ending  stocks  are  expected  to  climb  to  18.1  million 
bales,  up  by  1.9  million  from  last  month.    Similarly,  Hong  Kong's  ending 
stocks  will  rise  to  292,000  bales,  up  50,000.    For  Pakistan,  ending  stocks 
are  now  expected  to  exceed  1  million  bales,  a  448,000-bale  increase  from 
last  month's  estimate.    Increases  in  production  estimates  for  1984/85  are 
the  major  factor  affecting  the  upward  revisions  for  China  and  Pakistan. 

International  prices  declined  further  during  February  as  the  average  'A' 
index  fell  to  69.46  cents  per  pound,  112  points  below  the  January  average. 
Outstanding  export  sales  for  February  lagged  far  behind  last  year's  level, 
reflecting  the  downward  pressure  placed  on  international  prices  by  foreign 
competition.    In  addition,  a  strong  U.S.  dollar  has  been  a  factor  in  causing 
outstanding  export  sales  declines. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

China' s  1984/85  cotton  crop  is  estimated  at  a  record  27.9  million  bales,  7 
percent  above  last  month  and  31  percent  above  1983/84.    Favorable  weather 
resulted  in  higher  yields. 

The  U.S.  agricultural  attache  in  Islamabad  reports  Pakistan  's  output  of 
cotton  in  1984/85  at  4.5  million  bales,  more  than  double  last  season's 
weather  and  insect  damaged  crop  of  2.2  million  bales.    Record  deliveries  of 
raw  cotton  to  gins  were  recorded  during  the  1984/85  cotton  harvest. 

Spain  announced  the  1985  crop  farm  support  price  for  cotton  will  be  118.5 
pesetas  per  kilo  (30.9  cents  per  pound),  an  increase  of  5  percent  over  the 
1984  crop  support  level. 

The  Phi  1 ippines  reports  garments  and  textile  products  ranked  third  in  export 
earnings  behind  electronics  and  coconut  products.    Calendar  1984  exports  of 
garments  and  textile  products  were  reported  at  $659.5  million,  up  17  percent 
from  the  $639.2  million  in  1983.    This  accounted  for  20  percent  of  total 
Philippine  export  earnings. 

The  U.S.  agricultural  attache  in  Lima  reports  that  Peru  expects  larger 
exports  of  yarns  and  other  textile  products  to  the  United  States  will 
significantly  increase  cotton  consumption  during  the  1985/86  season. 

West  Germany  reports  large  calendar  1984  imports  of  U.S.  cotton  reflect 
lower  imports  from  the  Soviet  Union,  which  has  harvested  disappointing 
cotton  crops  in  recent  years.    Imports  of  U.S.  cotton  were  reported  at 
262,000  bales  (57,000  tons),  8  percent  above  calendar  year  1983.  Calendar 
1984  cotton  imports  from  the  United  States  were  valued  at  $77.0  million. 

Argentina  has  announced  the  reduction  of  export  taxes  for  raw  cotton  and 
cotton  yarn.    The  tax  on  raw  cotton  was  reduced  from  16  percent  to  6  percent 
ad  valorem,  and  the  cotton  yarn  tax  was  suspended.    The  action,  which  is 
aimed  at  making  Argentine  products  more  price  competitive  in  international 
markets,  will  be  in  effect  for  180  days.    A  6-percent  export  subsidy  was 
also  established  for  cotton  fabrics. 
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MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 


International  polyester  prices  continued  to  weaken  during  February  as  U.S., 
European,  and  Japanese  fiber  quotations  all  recorded  declines.    Early  March 

quotations  indicate  the  sharpest  decline  occurred  in  Italy,  where  polyester 

prices  reported  a  drop  of  6.5  cents  between  February  1  and  March  1.    March  1 

quotations  ranged  from  a  low  of  52.0  cents  per  pound  in  the  United  Kingdom 
to  a  high  of  75.0  cents  in  the  United  States.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1984/85  cotton  sales  during  the  4-week  period  of  Feb. 
1-28,  1985,  were  231,200  running  (RB)  of  Upland  and  4,400  RB  of  Pima  cotton 
(see  Table  7).    Weekly  Upland  sales  averaged  57,800  RB,  only  56  percent  of 
weekly  average  sales  in  January.    The  breakdown  of  sales  follows:  Upland 
1-1/16"  and  longer  represented  65  percent  of  sales;  1"  to  1-1/16",  34 
percent;  and  under  1",  1  percent.    South  Korea,  Canada,  Japan,  West  Germany, 
Philippines,  Thailand,  and  Bangladesh  were  the  major  buyers. 

SPECIAL  SECTION:    Exports  by  Customs  Districts 

U.S.  cotton  exports  during  the  first  half  of  the  1984/85  season  indicate  a 
greater  concentration  of  movement  through  West  Coast  ports  despite  larger 
exports  to  European  destinations  this  season.  (See  Tables  A  and  6).  The 
West  Coast  accounted  for  72  percent  of  export  movement,  compared  with  65 
percent  in  the  first  half  of  1983/84.    Both  periods  were  below  the  flow 
achieved  in  1980/81  through  1982/83,  when  China  was  a  major  market  for  U.S. 
cotton.    Los  Angeles  remains  the  principal  port  of  exit,  handling  44  percent 
of  all  cotton  exports.    Other  leading  ports  were  San  Francisco,  Houston,  and 
Seattle.    East  Coast  ports  represented  4  percent.  Great  Lakes  ports  3 
percent,  and  Gulf  ports  21  percent.

COTTON  BRIEFS 

*  U.S.  production  was  lowered  to  13.0  million  bales  based  on  final  ginnings 
report. 

*  Australian  crop  was  increased  to  1  million  bales  reflecting  favorable  weather 
and  larger  harvested  area. 

*  Sudanese  crop  was  reduced  17  percent  to  860,000  bales  due  to  lower  area  and 
a  shortage  of  irrigation  water. 

*  Soviet  import  trade  estimate  was  increased  to  1.1  million  bales  reflecting 
continued  purchases  from  the  United  States  and  other  suppliers. 

*  World  cotton  prices  slid  another  1.5  cents  per  pound,  approaching  1977-78 
textile  recession  level. 


Statistics  are  based  on  the  "World  Agricultural  Supply  and  Demand  Estimates" 
released  April  10.    The  cotton  year  runs  from  August  through  July.    All  bales 
in  the  report  are  480-pound  net  weight.    This  circular  was  prepared  by  the 
Tobacco,  Cotton  and  Seeds  Division,  FAS/USDA,  Washington,  D.C.  20250.  For 
more  information,  write  to  the  Division  or  call  (202)  382-9512. 


Approved  by  the  World  Agricultural  Outlook  Board  -  USDA 
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World  1984/85  cotton  consumption  is  estimated  at  69.9  million  bales,  a 
143,000-bale  increase  from  February's  estimate  and  nearly  1.2  million  bales 
above  the  1983/84  level.    The  major  reason  for  the  upward  revision  was  a 
si»gnificant  200,000-bale  increase  in  India's  consumption,  which  reflects  the 
country's  prospects  of  increased  production.    Similarly,  Italy's  cotton 
consumption  was  increased  by  85,000  bales  from  the  previous  month's  estimate 
as  textile  mill  demand  remains  robust.    On  the  other  hand,  Nigeria  is 
showing  a  55,000-bale  decrease,  which,  in  part,  is  due  to  Nigeria's  severe 
foreign  exchange  crunch,  which  is  holding  imports  below  industry  needs. 

World  production  is  estimated  at  a  record  84.2  million  bales,  down  slightly 
from  last  month's  estimate  but  24  percent  higher  than  the  1983/84  crop.  The 
U.S.  crop  is  currently  estimated  at  13.0  million  bales,  down  2.0  percent 
from  last  month  due  to  late  season  rains  which  reduced  output  in  Texas  and 
adversely  impacted  quality  in  the  Delta.    Foreign  output  is  projected  at  a 
record  71.3  million  bales,  19  percent  above  last  year.    Record  crops  are 
anticipated  in  Paraguay,  Brazil,  and  India.    Lower  output  is  expected  in 
Sudan  as  a  result  of  smaller  area  and  a  shortage  of  irrigation  water. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  continued  to  maintain  a  favorable  pace,  achieving  the 
highest  February  level  in  5  years.    February  export  movement  totaled  811,000 
bales,  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  9  percent  above  the  1979-83 
average.    Exports  during  the  first  7  months  of  the  season  totaled  3.9 
million  bales,  8  percent  above  the  3.6  million  in  the  same  period  of 
1983/84.    Exports  to  Asia,  the  leading  market  for  U.S.  cotton,  and  the 
Western  Hemisphere  are  down  this  season  while  exports  to  Europe  and  Africa 
are  higher.    Total  1984/85  U.S  exports  are  forecast  at  6.5  million  bales,  4 
percent  below  last  year.    Export  movement  is  expected  to  fall  below  last 
year's  level  in  the  remaining  months  of  the  season  because  of  intense 
competition  from  large  1984  harvests  in  most  foreign  cotton  producing 
countri  es . 

USDA's  U.S.  Export  Sales  Report  indicates  March  exports  dropped  below  the 
February  export  level.    It  reports  export  movement  of  723,000  bales  (689,000 
running  bales,  R3)  during  the  four  weeks  ending  March  28,  1985.  Monthly 
export  levels  have  peaked  during  March  in  four  of  the  past  five  seasons. 
Cumulative  export  movement  through  March  28  was  reported  at  4.5  million 
bales  (4.3  million  RB)  and  had  fallen  below  year-earlier  levels  for  the 
first  time  this  season. 

World  1984/85  exports  are  now  estimated  at  20.9  million  bales,  8  percent 
above  the  19.4  million  exported  last  season.    Export  estimates  were 
increased  for  Paraguay  and  Australia,  where  larger  than  anticipated  crops 
are  being  harvested,  and  Colombia,  where  exports  are  reported  to  be  making  a 
recovery  from  the  unfavorable  1983/84  season.    (See  "International 
Highlights"  in  the  December  circular  FC-13-84  for  a  explanation  of  the 
Colombian  export  subsidy).    Import  estimates  were  increased  in  the  Soviet 
Union  to  reflect  recent  purchases  from  the  United  States  and  other 
suppliers.    Larger  textile  export  orders  from  other  European  Community 
countries  form  the  basis  for  the  increase  in  the  Italian  import  estimate. 
The  Nigerian  estimate  was  trimmed  to  reflect  the  severe  foreign  exchange 
problem  that  is  limiting  imports.    Japanese  imports  were  shaved  to  reflect 
cautious  buying  by  traders.    Japanese  raw  cotton  stocks  are  reported  up, 
spinner  voluntary  restraints  continue,  and  plentiful  supplies  of  textiles 
are  available  from  most  of  Japan's  suppliers.

Prospects  for  1984/85  world  ending  stocks  declined  modestly  to  38.4  million 
bales,  300,000  bales  below  last  month's  estimate.    However,  ending  stocks 
remain  at  record  levels  and  more  than  50  percent  above  beginning  stocks.  A 
300,000-bale  reduction  in  U.S.  carryout  stocks,  reflecting  lower  final 
ginning  figures,  was  primarily  responsible  for  the  lower  world  stock 
figure.    U.S.  ending  stocks  are  now  estimated  at  4.0  million  bales.  Soviet 
ending  stocks  increased  slightly  to  2.2  million  bales  on  expected  larger 
imports.    Sudan's  ending  stocks  were  down  significantly  due  to  reduced 
production  prospects. 

Average  monthly  international  prices  declined  again  in  March  to  their  lowest 
level  since  1977-78.    The  'A'  Index  averaged  67.21  cents  oer  pound,  while 
the  'B'  Index  averaged  54.21  cents  per  pound--f al 1 i ng  below  the  55-cent  U.S. 
loan  rate.    On  the  other  hand,  U.S.  quotes  for  upland  cotton  strengthened 
with  rumors,  and  finally  confirmation,  of  large  cotton  purchases  by  the 
Soviet  Union.    Thus,  the  price  gap  between  U.S.  quotes  and  other  similar 
foreign  varieties  widened  during  March.    Moreover,  had  it  not  been  for  U.S. 
export  sales  to  the  Soviet  Union,  monthly  sales  activity  would  have  fallen 
below  50,000  bales. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Taiwan  Barters  Textiles  for  Nicaraguan  Cotton  -  One  of  Taiwan's  largest 
textile  firms  and  the  Nicaraguan  cotton  board  have  entered  into  a  barter 
agreement  under  which  the  Taiwan  textile  firm  will  import  raw  cotton  from 
Nicaragua  and  supply  them  with  yarn,  cloth,  and  other  textiles.  The 
reported  value  of  the  cotton  is  about  $4  million.    The  barter  agreement  is 
the  first  in  Taiwan  involving  a  private  company. 

India  Abolishes  Cotton  Export  Tax  -  India  announced  termination  of  the 
export  tax  on  raw  cotton  and  cotton  waste  effective  March  15,  1985.  Indian 
cotton  production  reached  a  record  6.6  million  bales  during  the  1984/85 
season  and  the  tax  elimination  was  part  of  budget  proposals  for  export 
promotion.     Indian  cotton  exports  are  controlled  by  export  quotas.  Ouotas 
have  been  announced  covering  34,000  tons,  156,000  bales  of  long  staple 
cotton.    Short  and  medium  staple  varieties  have  not  been  permitted  to  be 
exported  for  several  years.    The  export  tax  was  only  significant  for  these 
varieties  and  cotton  waste. 

Argentina  Eliminates  Export  Tax  on  Cotton  -  The  Government  of  Argentina 
recently  eliminated  a  6-percent  export  tax  on  cotton  fiber.    The  measure  was 
implemented  in  an  effort  to  increase  cotton  export  sales  in  response  to 
depressed  producer  price  levels. 

Brazil  Announces  Export  Subsidies  for  Cotton  -  The  Government  of  Brazil  has 
announced  that  up  to  50,000  tons,  or  230,000  bales,  of  cotton  will  be 
licensed  for  export  under  a  special  subsidy  program,  similar  to  the  one  set 
up  in  1982.    Under  the  program,  cotton  exporters  present  specific  tenders  to 
the  (CFP),  Production  Financing  Commission  which  determines  whether  these 
tenders  represent  market  prices.    The  CFP  then  indicates  the  amount  of  the 
subsidy  it  is  willing  to  offer,  and  exporters  have  the  option  of  accepting 
or  rejecting  that  offer.    Although  a  state  tax  exemption  of  13  percent  has 
already  been  allowed  on  exports  of  up  to  130,000  tons,  or  600,000  bales,  the 
tax  exemption  is  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  difference  between  domestic  and 
international  prices.    Domestic  prices  are  currently  20  to  28  percent  above 
the  world  market. 
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China  Pushing  Cotton  Exports  -  China  is  aggressively  pursuing  cotton  export 
markets  throughout  the  African  continent.    Textile  mills  in  a  half  dozen 
countries,  including  Egypt,  Zaire,  and  South  Africa,  have  received  samples 
of  Chinese  cotton.    In  a  number  of  cases,  China  has  reportedly  offered 
cotton  at  below  world  prices  and  discussed  alternative  financial  terms 
covering  barter  arrangements  and  payment  in  non-convertible  currencies. 
With  a  crop  of  nearly  28  million  bales  and  mounting  stocks,  the  Chinese  are 
actively  promoting  exports. 

Yugoslavia  reports  record  1984  cotton  imports  fuel  higher  textile 
production.    Calendar  1984  cotton  imports  were  reported  at  582,700  bales 
(126,860  MT),  26  percent  more  than  1983.    The  USSR  was  the  leading  supplier 
of  cotton  to  Yugoslavia,  followed  by  the  United  States,  Sudan,  and  Egypt. 
Yugoslav  cotton  yarn  production  increased  to  135,448  tons,  10,248  tons  above 
1983. 

Egypt  has  announced  formation  of  a  National  Committee  to  determine  future 
textile  industry  policies.    The  committee  is  expected  to  develop  a  national 
strategy  for  dealing  with  the  new  era  of  limited  cotton  supplies  and 
increasing  domestic  utilization.    Egypt  also  announced  a  ban  on  imports  of 
cloth  and  garments  because  domestic  textile  production  is  sufficient  to  meet 
national  demands. 

Nigerian  Crop  Increased  -  In  Ni geri a,  the  U.S.  agricultural  attache  reports 
that  the  1984/85  cotton  crop  is  estimated  at  83,000  bales,  30  percent  above 
last  year's  drought-reduced  crop  of  64,000  bales.    Expanded  planting, 
favorable  weather  during  the  growing  and  harvesting  seasons,  and  increased 
availability  of  labor  resulted  in  the  increased  output.    Cotton  production 
has  been  declining  since  the  1978  season  due  to  a  shortage  of  labor  and 
competition  from  food  crops,  especially  corn.    In  1979,  a  cotton 
rehabilitation  committee  was  inauguarated  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federal 
Department  of  Agriculture  with  the  intention  of  curtailing  the  continuous 
decline  in  cotton  production.    Since  the  implementation  of  the 
rehabilitation  program,  more  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  adequate  supply  of 
seed  for  planting,  extension  services,  and  remunerative  producer  prices. 

MANKiADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

International  polyester  price  trends  were  mixed  during  March.  Price 
quotations  declined  during  the  month  in  the  United  States  and  Taiwan  but 
increased  in  other  reported  markets.    Early  April  quotations  show  the 
greatest  gain  in  the  United  Kingdom  with  lesser  gains  in  other  EC  countries 
and  Japan.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1984/85  cotton  sales  during  the  4-week  period  of 
March  1-28,  1985,  were  247,800  running  bales  (RB)  of  Upland  cotton  (see 
Table  7).    Weekly  Upland  sales  averaged  61,950  RB,  slightly  higher  than  the 
57,800  RB  average  for  February.    The  breakdown  of  sales  follows:  Upland 
1-1/16"  and  longer  represented  99  percent  of  sales;  1"  to  1-1/16",  minimal; 
and  under  1",  1  percent.    The  USSR,  Japan,  and  South  Korea  were  the  only 
significant  buyers.

World  1984/85  cotton  consumption  is  estimated  at  69.8  million  bales,  a 
100,000-bale  decrease  from  last  month's  level.    The  downward  revision 
primarily  reflects  changes  in  estimates  for  Romania,  Argentina,  and 
Portugal.    Romania's  consumption  decreased  to  400,000  bales  and  Argentina's 
to  485,000  bales,  reflecting  more  current  information.    On  the  other  hand, 
there  were  small  upward  revisions  in  other  East  European  countries. 
Portugal's  consumption  was  lowered  to  690,000  bales,  down  20,000  bales  from 
the  previous  month's  estimate. 

World  cotton  production  is  estimated  at  a  record  84.4  million  bales, 
slightly  above  last  month's  estimate  and  24  percent  above  the  1983/84  crop. 
The  U.S.  crop  is  estimated  at  13.0  million  bales,  while  foreign  output  is 
projected  at  a  record  71.5  million.    Larger  output  is  anticipated  in 
Argentina,  India,  Syria,  and  a  number  of  smaller  producing  countries  in 
Africa. 

Cumulative  U.S.  exports,  through  March  totaled  4.5  million  bales  and  fell 
below  year-earlier  levels  for  the  first  time  this  season.    March  exports 
totaled  662,000  bales,  18  percent  below  February  and  30  percent  below  March 
1984.       March  exports  to  most  areas  were  down  from  a  year  earlier  except 
Egypt.    Cumulative  exports  were  reported  larger  to  Europe  and  North  Africa, 
but  below  a  year  earlier  to  Asia,  the  Western  Hemisphere,  and  other  Africa. 
Trade  projections  indicate  heavy  export  movement  in  the  first  half  of  the 
1984/85  season  will  be  tempered  in  the  second  half  of  the  crop  year  by 
intense  competition  from  large  1984  harvests  in  most  foreign  producing 
countries.    The  lower  March  export  movement  and  the  smaller  than  a  year  ago 
current  outstanding  sales  level  support  this  slower  movement. 

The  U.S.  Export  Sales  Report    indicates  exports  continued  to  fall  in  April. 
Export  movement  during  the  five  weeks  ending  May  2  totaled  569,000  bales 
(542,300  running  bales).    Cumulative  exports  through  May  2,  1985,  were 
reported  at  5.1  million  bales,  6  percent  below  the  year-earlier  level. 
Total  1984/85  season  exports  are  forecast  at  6.5  million  bales.  Monthly 
exports  during  May-July  need  to  average  434,000  bales  to  reach  this  level. 

World  cotton  exports  are  estimated  at  20.8  million  bales,  down  120,000  bales 
from  the  April  estimate,  but  7  percent  above  1983/84.    Modest  reductions 
have  been  made  in  the  estimates  for  Colombia,  Greece,  Paraguay,  and  the 
Soviet  Union,  more  than  offsetting  the  slight  increases  made  in  the 
estimates  for  Argentina  and  Chad.    The  world  1984/85  import  forecast  is 
unchanged  at  20.6  million  bales.    Minor  revisions  were  made  in  East  European 
import  estimates  to    reflect  updated  trade  reports,  but  these  changes  tended 
to  offset  each  other. 

World  1984/85  cotton  ending  stocks  increased  to  38.7  million  bales,  an 
increase  of  300,000  bales  from  April's  estimate.    Changes  in  Russia, 
Portugal  and  Argentina's  estimates  accounted  for  the  upward  revisions.  The 
USSR's  estimate  increased  to  2.3  million  bales,  up  0.1  million  from  the 
previous  month.    Portugal's  stocks  increased  significantly  to  132,000  bales, 
an  increase  of  54,000  bales,  and  similarly,  Argentina's  stocks  increased  by 
67,000  bales  to  485,000  bales.    Zaire's  ending  stock  changes  were  based  on 
information  gathered  during  a  recent  trip  by  a  division  analyst. 
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Average  monthly  international  prices  remained  low  during  April  as  the 
average  'A'  Index  price  fell  to  66.26  cents  per  pound,  95  points  below  the 
March  average.    However,  in  contrast,  the  'B'  Index  rose  to  54.78  cents  per 
pound,  a  57-point  increase.    Nevertheless,  the  'B'  Index  still  remains  below 
the  55-cent  U.S.  loan  rate.    Furthermore,  cumulative  export  sales  lag  far 
behind  those  sales  of  a  year  ago,  reflecting  the  current  price  situation. 
In  fact,  cumulative  export  commitments  were  558,000  bales  behind  sales  for  a 
year  ago.    This  reflects  the  strong  price  competitiveness  of  foreign  cotton. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  Chi nese  State  Council  is  encouraging  textile  manufacturers  to  export 
directly  overseas.    An  integrated  complex  of  43  textile  mills  in  Shanghai 
has  been  allowed  to  sell  textiles  directly  to  foreign  customers  since  Feb. 
28,  1985.    Other  textile  complexes  have  since  been  approved  for  export  in 
Tianjin,  Dalian,  Guangzhou,  Fuzhou,  and  Ningbo. 

The  1984/85  Syrian  cotton  crop  is  estimated  at  753,000  bales,  15  percent 
below  the  previous  year's  output  due  lo  rains  at  harvest. 

Indi a' s  cotton  mills  urge  government  import  cotton.    The  Indian  Cotton  Mill 
Federation  has  asked  the  government  to  arrange  for  the  import  of  about 
400,000  bales  of  cotton.    According  to  local  news  reports,  the  request  was 
made  to  meet  a  local  shortage  and  curb  rising  prices.    The  United  States 
would  be  a  potential  supplier  should  the  government  agree  to  import  cotton. 
The  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in  New  Delhi  reports  that  India  may  not  act 
favorably  on  the  request. 

The  Brazi 1 i an  Government  has  authorized  an  export  subsidy  for  up  to  230,000 
bales  of  cotton.  Trade  began  negotiations  with  the  Government  to  determine 
the  amount  of  subsidy  on  approximately  50,000  bales.  The  subsidy  program  is 
expected  to  bring  Brazilian  cotton  prices,  currently  about  25  percent  above 
world  prices,  in  line  with  international  market  prices.  In  addition  to  the 
subsidy,  600,000  bales  of  cotton  exports  will  be  exempt  from  the  13-percent 
value  added  tax. 

The  1984/85  Argentine  cotton  crop  is  estimated  at  800,000  bales,  up  13 
percent  from  last  month's  estimate  but  slightly  below  last  year's  revised 
crop  of  822,000  bales.    Increased  output  is  attributed  to  expanded  use  of 
higher  yielding,  shorter  growing  varieties  and  favorable  weather  during  the 
growing  and  harvesting  seasons.    To  date,  approximately  30  percent  of  the 
crop  has  been  harvested.    As  a  result  of  favorable  weather  conditions, 
cotton  quality  is  reported  as  being  very  good. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

U.S.  imports  of  textiles  and  apparel  fell  below  year-earlier  levels  in 
January  and  February.    Total  textile  imports  during  the  2  months  were 
reported  at  1.6  billion  square  yards,  5  percent  below  the  same  period  of 
1984.    Higher  import  values  and  lower  export  values,  however,  caused  the 
U.S.  balance  of  trade  in  textiles  to  deteriorate  by  6  percent  over 
January-February  1984.    U.S.  textile  imports  were  valued  at  $2.4  billion  and 
exports  $351.2  million. 
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Cotton,  wool,  and  manmade  fiber  textiles  all  registered  declines  in  volume 
during  the  period.    Cotton  textile  imports  totaled  665.6  million  square 
yards,  wool  28.3  million,  and  manmade  908.0  million  square  yards.  Foreign 
suppliers  in  rank  of  importance  were  Taiwan,  the  EC,  South  Korea,  Hong  Kong, 
China,  and  Japan,  respectively.    Imports  from  all  these  suppliers  declined 
from  last  year  except  the  EC  which  increased  substantially. 

Early  May  polyester  fiber  price  quotations  were  steady  to  slightly  higher  in 
most  international  markets  under  observation.    Slightly  stronger  prices  were 
reported  during  April  and  early  May  in  the  European  Community  and  Japan. 
Taiwan  and  the  United  States  posted  declines.    All  markets  reported  prices 
below  year-earl ier  levels.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1984/85  cotton  export  sales  dropped  sharply  during  April. 
Sales  during  the  5-week  period  ending  May  2,  1985,  totaled  102,600  running 
bales  (RB)  of  upland  cotton,  59  percent  below  the  February  level  and  56 
perceni:  below  the  comparable  April  period  last  year.    Weekly  upland  sales 
averaged  20,520  RB,  one-third  the  average  sales  pace  in  February.  The 
breakdown  of  sales  was  as  follows:  Upland  1-1/16'  and  longer,  83  percent; 
1"-1/16",  4  percent;  and  under  1",  13  percent.    Japan,  South  Korea,  and 
the  European  Community  were  the  leading  buyers.    Sales  of  Pima  cotton 
totaled  4,900  RB  in  the  5  week  period. 

Marketing  year  1985/86  cotton  export  sales  are  lagging  behind  the  new  crop 
sales  pace  set  last  season.    Outstanding  1985/86  crop  upland  cotton  sales 
reached  519,700  RB  as  of  May  2,  significantly  less  than  the  1.2  million  RB 
a  year  ago.    Japan,  South  Korea,  and  the  European  Community  are  also  the 
leading  buyers  of  new  crop  1985/86  upland  cotton.    Additional  details  are 
shown  in  Table  7. 
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SPECIAL  SECTION:  1985/86  WORLD  COTTON  OUTLOOK 


Preliminary  projections  indicate  1985/86  world  cotton  production  will 
approach  levels  exceeded  only  by  the  record  1984/85  world  crop.  However, 
world  production  still  is  expected  to  exceed  projected  mill  use.  Foreign 
area  is  expected  to  be  down  slightly.    Consumption  is  expected  to  increase 
modestly,  but  not  sufficiently  to  prevent  a  further  build  up  in  world 
stocks. 

World  1985/86  cotton  production  is  projected  at  75.8  million  bales,  10 
percent  below  1984/85,  but  13  percent  above  the  5-year  1979/80-1983/84 
average.    Reduced  Chinese  prospects  account  for  much  of  the  anticipated 
decline  in  global  output.    The  Chinese  decision  to  reduce  cotton 
production  incentives  in  light  of  excessive  supplies  was  announced  in 
October  1984.    In  the  Soviet  Union,  cotton  planting  was  reported  more  than 
93  percent  complete  by  the  beginning  of  May.    Final  area  was  expected  to 
approximate  that  of  1984/85.    Weather  has  been  generally  favorable  in  the 
United  States.    Early  May  general  rain  was  reported  in  the  Southeastern 
states  following  an  unusually  dry  April.    U.S.  production  is  currently 
projected  at  11.8  million  bales.    In  the  Western  Hemisphere,  several 
leading  foreign  producers  forecast  smaller  1985/86  crops.  African 
production  is  expected  to  increase.    Lower  Asian  production  is  expected  to 
reflect  smaller  Chinese  output. 

Forecast  record  world  mill  consumption  of  71.0  million  bales  is  expected 
to  be  slightly  above  the  1984/85  level  of  69.8  million.  Foreign 
consumption  is  expected  to  account  for  all  the  increase.    U.S.  mill 
consumption  is  forecast  at  5.0  million  bales,  a  drop  of  300,000  from  the 
current  season.  Continued  heavy  imports  of  textile  products  are  basically 
responsible  for  the  U.S.  decline.    European  and  Asian  consumption  is 
expected  to  increase  moderately.    World  trade  is  anticipated  to  remain  at 
about  the  1984/85  level,  but  intense  foreign  competition  and  the  strong 
dollar  may  hold  U.S.  exports  to  about  5.0  million  bales.    U.S.  export 
sales  of  1985/86  crop  are  running  at  only  47  percent  of  year-ago  levels, 
suggesting  the  brisk  export  level  in  early  1984/85  will  not  be  repeated.

World  production  for  1985/86  is  projected  at  75.7  million  bales,  down  9.2 
million  or  11  percent  from  1984/85.    Foreign  production  is  projected  at  63.7 
million  bales,  down  8.2  million  or  11  percent  from  a  year  ago.  U.S. 
production  is  projected  at  12.0  million  bales,  down  1.0  million  or  8  percent 
from  a  year  ago. 

World  1984/85  cotton  production  is  estimated  at  a  record  84.9  million  bales, 
slightly  above  last  month's  estimate  and  25  percent  above  the  1983/84  crop. 
Production  estimates  were  raised  in  India,  Pakistan,  and  a  number  of  smaller 
producing  countries.    The  U.S.  crop  totaled  13.0  million  bales. 

World  1984/85  cotton  consumption  is  estimated  at  69.8  million  bales, 
unchanged  from  last  month's  estimate.    However,  the  estimate  for  India 
increased  to  6.9  million  bales,  a  150,000  bale  increase  from  May's 
estimate.    The  Indian  Cotton  Mill  Federation  has  noted  a  marked  increase  in 
domestic  mill  use.    Nevertheless,  offsetting  this  increase,  the  consumption 
estimates  for  Egypt,  South  Africa,  and  the  Ivory  Coast  decreased.    In  fact, 
the  estimate  for  Egypt  declined  to  1.3  million  bales,  a  50,000-bale 
reduction.    Similarly,  South  Africa's  consumption  estimate  was  lowered  to 
275,000  bales,  a  35,000-bale  decrease,  whereas  the  Ivory  Coast  estimate 
dropped  to  51,000  bales,  34,000  bales  below  last  month's  estimate. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  dipped  seasonally  in  April,  sliding  to  the  lowest  level 
since  November  1984.    April  exports  totaled  578,000  bales,  7  percent  less 
than  March  and  considerably  below  the  April  1984  level.    Monthly  export 
movement  normally  peaks  in  March,  but  recorded  its  highest  level  2  months 
early  this  season  as  cotton  from  large  1984  foreign  crops  moved  into 
international  markets.    Cumulative  exports  through  April  reached  5.1  million 
bales,  4  percent  below  the  comparable  1983/84  level.    Total  1984/85  exports 
are  forecast  at  6.5  million  bales.    The  U.S.  Export  Sales  Report  indicates 
export  movement  continued  to  fall  in  May.    Export  movement  of  all  cotton 
during  the  4-weeks  ending  May  30,  1985,  was  reported  at  457,000  bales 
(434,800  running  bales).    Cumulative  exports  through  May  30  were  reported  at 
5.6  million  bales.    Leading  markets  were  Japan,  South  Korea,  Taiwan,  Italy, 
and  the  Soviet  Union. 

World  1984/85  trade  statistics  show  only  minor  changes  from  the  May 
projections.    World  imports  are  estimated  at  20.5  million  bales  and  exports 
at  20.8  million.    Import  projections  were  trimmed  for  Portugal  and  South 
Africa  as  official  trade  data  indicate  lower  than  anticipated  imports. 
Recent  Spanish  trade  reports  indicating  heavy  cotton  exports  to  West  Europe, 
were  responsible  for  sharply  increased  Spanish  estimates.  Export 
projections  were  reduced  for  Mexico  and  Colombia  as  a  result  of  weak  demand 
by  importing  nations. 

World  1984/85  ending  stocks  increased  to  39.1  million  bales,  a  400,000  bales 
above  last  month's  estimate.    A  significant  change  in  India's  estimate  to 
1.0  million  bales  was  the  primary  reason  for  the  upward  revision.    In  fact, 
the  150,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate  reflects  India's 
surplus  availability  of  long  staple  varieties.    Similarly,  Brazilian  ending 
stocks  increased  to  2.4  million  bales,  up  70,000  bales,    whereas  Colombia's 
estimate  climbed  to  96,000  bales,  a  68,000  bales  increase.    Furthermore,  the 
Ivory  Coast's  ending  stocks  increased  to  104,000  bales,  a  rise  of  54,000 
bales.    In  contrast,  Spain's  ending  stocks  were  estimated  at  240,000  bales, 
81,000  bales  below  last  month's  estimate. 
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International  prices  were  lower  in  May  as  abundant  world  stocks,  timid 
demand,  and  the  evolving  U.S.  export  "bonus"  program  weighed  on  the  market. 
The  monthly  average  "A"  Index  fell  to  65.07  cents  per  pound,  109  points 
below  the  previous  month.    U.S.  quotes  also  fell,  but  remained  15  percent 
above  prices  of  foreign  growths.    Sales  activity  has  been  minimal  and  next 
marketing  year's  outstanding  sales  are  running  less  than  50  percent  of  a 
year  ago. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

According  to  the  agricultural  attache  in  Pakistan,  planting  of  the  1985/86 
cotton  crop  has  been  delayed  due  to  inadequate  water  supplies.    The  water 
situation  has  become  more  acute  due  to  inadequate  spring  rains.  Normally, 
cotton  is  planted  from  mid-April  until  June  in  the  Sind  and  from  mid- June 
until  July  in  the  Punjab.    The  cotton  crop  will  be  harvested  later  than 
usual j-^preventing  many  farmers  from  getting  a  third  picking. 

South  Korea  reports  that  textile  exports  increased  15  percent  in  calendar 
1984  to  reach  $6.7  billion.    The  textile  share  of  total  Korean  exports 
continued  to  slide,  however,  falling  to  23  percent.    Textile  exports  to  the 
United  States  were  reported  at  $2.2  billion. 

The  Minister  of  Development  for  Colombia  signed  a  bilateral  barter  trade 
agreement  with  Czechoslovakia  May  21,  under  which  Czechoslovakia  will  trade 
fertilizer  plants,  spinning  mills,  cotton  looms,  and  other  industrial 
products  in  payment  for  various  tropical  agricultural  products,  and  cotton, 
textiles,  garments,  tobacco,  and  rice.    A  Czech  representative  will  sign  the 
implementing  document  in  Colombia  during  July  1985. 

Tunisia  has  just  received  delivery  of  the  first  1,000  tons  of  cotton 
negotiated  as  part  of  a  counter-trade  agreement  with  China.    The  agreement, 
which  involved  construction  of  a  fertilizer  factory  in  China  by  Tunisia  and 
Kuwait,  provided  for  the  shipment  of  150,000  tons  of  soft  wheat  and  6,000 
tons  of  cotton  to  Tunisia.    The  6,000  tons  of  cotton  constitutes  about  half 
of  Tunisian  annual  raw  cotton  import  needs.    The  United  States  has  supplied 
about  630  tons  of  cotton  to  Tunisia  thus  far  this  marketing  year.  The 
counter-trade  agreement  reduces  the  likelihood  of  additional  U.S.  cotton 
sales  in  the  near  future. 

Hong  Kong's  imports  of  cotton  from  China  rose  dramatically  during  the  first 
quarter  of  calendar  year  1985.    During  that  period,  China  shipped  about 
95,000  bales,  compared  with  slightly  over  5,000  bales  for  the  same  period 
last  year.    In  addition,  total  cotton  trade  to  Hong  Kong  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1984  and  1985  were  virtually  the  same.    Thus,  China  has  grown 
from  a  small  to  the  dominant  supplier  of  Hong  Kong  cotton  imports. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

U.S.  imports  of  textiles  and  apparel  increased  in  March,  reaching  the 
highest  level  since  August  1984.    First  quarter  (January-March)  imports  were 
large,  but  less  than  year-earlier  levels.    March  imports  totaled  888.9 
million  square  yards  equivalent  (SYE),  3  percent  above  February  and  4 
percent  above  March  1984.    Cotton,  wool,  and  manmade  fiber  items  all 
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recorded  increases.    Yarns  represented  13  percent  of  March  imports,  fabrics 
23  percent,  apparel  50  percent,  and  other  14  percent.    First  quarter  1984 
imports  totaled  2.5  billion  SYE,  2  percent  below  the  first  quarter  of  1984. 
Wool  textiles  showed  the  largest  percentage  increase  followed  by  manmade 
fiber  and  cotton  items.    Actual  first  quarter  volume  was  manmade  fiber 
textiles  5.5  billion  SYE,  cotton  textiles  4.0  billion  SYE,  and  wool  textiles 
261.3  million  SYE.    Leading  suppliers  were  Taiwan,  the  European  Community, 
South  Korea,  Hong  Kong,  and  China. 

The  U.S.  textile  trade  balance  deteriorated  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1985,  reaching  a  negative  $3.1  billion,  10  percent  larger  than  a  year 
earlier.    Textile  imports  totaled  $3.7  billion  and  exports  $557.6  million. 

June  polyester  fiber  prices  were  mixed  in  international  markets.  Slightly 
higher  quotations  were  reported  in  the  European  Community  and  Taiwan,  while 
Japanese  quotation  were  lower  and  the  United  States  was  unchanged^.  Att 
markets  reported  prices  below  year-earlier  levels.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1984/85  cotton  export  sales  declined  during  May,  but  exceeded 
those  of  May  1984.    Sales  during  the  4-week  period  ending  May  30,  1985, 
totaled  71,900  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland  cotton,  30  percent  below  April, 
but  9  percent  above  May  1984.    Weekly. upland  sales  averaged  17,975  RB,  12 
percent  below  the  April  pace.    The  breakdown  of  sales  was  as  follows:  Upland 
1-1/16"  and  longer,  91  percent;  1"-1/16",  8  percent;  and  1",  1  percent. 
Eastern  Europe,  South  Korea,  Japan,  and  the  European  Community  were  the 
leading  buyers.    Sales  of  Pima  cotton  were  larger  than  both  the  April  and 
year-ago  levels.    Pima  cotton  sales  totaled  8,200  RB  in  the  period  under 
review.    Eastern  Europe  and  the  European  Community  were  the  leading  buyers. 

Marketing  year  1985/86  cotton  export  sales  are  lagging  behind  the  sales  pace 
of  last  season.    Outstanding  1985/86  upland  cotton  sales  reached  581,400  RB 
as  of  May  30,  significantly  less  than  the  1.3  million  RB  a  year  ago.  Japan, 
South  Korea,  and  the  European  Community  are  the  leading  buyers  of  new  crop 
1985/86  upland  cotton.    Additional  details  are  shown  in  Table  7.

★__Signif icant  production  cutbacks  in  China,  Pakistan,  Brazil,  and  Turkey  are 
likely  to  reduce  the  1985/86  world  crop  prospects  to  78  million  bales,  or  8 
percent  below  1984/85. 

*--China  and  the  United  States  are  expected  to  hold  almost  two-thirds  of  the 
enormous  44.7  million  bale  1985/86  world  carryout  stocks.

*--1985/86  export  sales  are  40  percent  of  last  year's  level  reflecting  U.S. 
prices  8  to  10  cents  per  pound  above  comparable  foreign  growths. 

*--Ref lecting  slowdown  in  weekly  shipments,  the  1984/85  U.S.  export  estimate 
has  been  revised  to  6.4  million  bales.

WORLD  SITUATION 


World  cotton  production  in  1985/86  is  projected  at  78.0  million  bales,  3 
percent  above  June  indications  but  8  percent  below  1984/85  output.    The  U.S. 
crop  is  estimated  at  12.5  million  bales, 'up  4  percent  from  last  month,  but 
down  4  percent  from  1984/85.    Foreign  production  is  projected  at  65.5 
million  bales,  3  percent  above  last  month's  estimate  but  9  percent  below 
last  year.    Increased  output  is  anticipated  in  a  number  of  major  producing 
countries  including  Egypt,  Sudan,  Syria,  and  the  Soviet  Union.    In  the 
Soviet  Union,  production  is  expected  to  be  above  last  year's  poor  crop  due 
to  improved  management  practices  and  structural  changes  which  have  resulted 
in  better  coordination  of  responsibility  at  the  local  and  national  (Ministry 
of  Agriculture)  levels.    Increased  output,  however,  is  expected  to  be  offset 
by  major  reductions  in  several  important  producing  countries. 

In  China,  production  is  estimated  at  22.5  million  bales,  down  19  percent 
from  last  year  due  to  a  sharp  decline  in  planted  area.    The  government  has 
introduced  strict  measures  aimed  at  reducing  total  cotton  output  and 
improving  cotton  quality.    The  government  has  set  its  national  procurement 
quota  at  19.5  million  bales.    Any  farmer  who  choses  to  grow  cotton  beyond 
the  amount  contracted  with  the  state  will  have  to  find  a  buyer.  However, 
early  reports  indicate  that  farmers  are  not  totally  convinced  that  the 
favorable  returns  for  cotton  are  ending.    Moreover,  it  is  still  unclear  what 
impact  the  textile  mills  will  have  on  production  now  that  they  are  able  to 
contract  for  part  of  their  raw  cotton  requirements.    Lower  outout  is  also 
anticipated  in  Mexico,  Brazil,  and  Turkey  due  to  sharp  area  declines.  In 
Pakistan,  the  crop  is  projected  to  fall  13  percent  due  to  a  sharp  area 
decline  coupled  with  inadequate  water  supplies.    Output  in  Australia  is  also 
expected  to  be  down  because  of  reduced  dryland  plantings  and  more  normal 
weather  conditions. 

World  cotton  consumption  in  1985/86  is  projected  at  71.1  million  bales, 
nearly  1.4  million  bales  above  the  1984/85  level.    Improved  prospects  in 
several  Western  Hemisphere  and  Asian  markets  account  for  the  increase. 
Foreign  consumption  is  forecast  at  66.1  million  bales,  a  1.7  million  bale 
increase  from  the  1984/85  estimate.    In  contrast,  the  United  States  is 
forcasting  a  decrease  in  consumption  from  5.3  million  bales  in  1984/85  to 
5.0  million  during  1985/86.    This  decline  is  due  to  textile  imports 
replacing  U.S.  produced  cotton  products  and  a  slower  economic  growth  rate. 

In  the  Western  Hemisphere,  Peru,  Mexico,  and  Brazil  account  for  much  of  the 
consumption  increase.    Peru  is  forcasting  increased  consumption  due  to 
increased  sale  of  yarn,  textiles,  and  apparels  (especially  jeans)  to  the 
Soviet  Union  under  the  bilateral  agreement  to  service  Peru's  debt  to  that 
country.    These  sales  to  the  Soviet  Union  were  valued  at  $20  million  during 
1984/85  and  are  expected  to  increase  during  1985/86.    Peru  may  make 
additional  sales  under  debt  service  agreements  with  other  socialist 
countries.    Mexican  cotton  consumption  is  expected  to  rise  modestly  to 
550,000  bales.    Brazil's  consumption    is  expected  to  increase  by  5-6  percent. 
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Asian  consumption  is  expected  to  increase  in  Pakistan,  Turkey,  and  the  USSR 
reflecting  prospects  for  increased  textile  exports.    Pakistani  mill  use  in 
1985/86  is  forecast  to  increase  marginally  to  3.0  million  bales.  Similarly, 
Turkey,  according  to  textile  traders,  expects  increased  exports  of  cloth, 
finished  products  and  cotton  yarn  to  give  a  boost  to  mill  use  in  1985/86. 
As  for  the  USSR,  domestic  consumption  is  expected  to  improve  during  1985/86 
partly  because  of  a  massive  retooling  of  the  textile  industry. 

World  cotton  1984/85  consumption  is  estimated  at  69.7  million  bales,  a 
100,000-bale  decline  from  last  month's  estimate  reflecting  decreases  in 
Japan,  Brazil,  Argentina,  and  Syria.    Japan's  consumption  estimate  was 
reduced  to  3.1  million  bales,  a  decline  of  50,000  bales  because  of  weakened 
cotton  yarn  demand  in  recent  months.    The  Argentine  consumption  estimate  has 
been  reduced  to  435,000  bales,  a  decrease  of  50,000  bales.  This  decrease 
reflects  soaring  inflation  coupled  with  interest  rates  of  35-40  percent  per 
month  which  are  causing  textile  demand  to  decline  significantly.  The 
Brazilian  consumption  estimate  decreased  to  2.6  million  bales,  a  65,000-bale 
decline.  This  was  primarily  due  to  sluggish  mill  use.    Syria's  consumption 
decreased  to  180,000  bales,  a  50,000-bale  decrease  from  last  month's 
estimate. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  continued  to  decline  seasonally  in  May,  sliding  to 
453,000  bales,  22  percent  below  April.    Leading  destinations  were  the  Soviet 
Union,  South  Korea,  Japan,  and  Taiwan.    Season-to-date  exports  totaled  5.6 
million  bales,  6  percent  below  a  year  ago.    U.S.  Export  Sales  reports 
exports  in  the  4  weeks  ending  June  27  totaled  381,000  bales  (362,500  running 
bales  RB).    Cumulative  shipments  through  June  27  were  reported  at  6.0 
million  bales  (5.7  million  RB).    Total  1984/85  season  exports  are  estimated 
at  6.4  million  bales. 

Noncompetitive  prices,  large  world  cotton  supplies,  and  only  moderate  growth 
in  world  consumption  are  expected  to  constrain  U.S.  exports  next  season. 
Total  1985/86  U.S.  exports  are  forecast  at  4.7  million  bales,  26  percent 
less  than  1984/85  and  the  smallest  since  1976/77.    U.S.  export  sales  of 
1985/86  crop  have  consistantly  lagged  year-earlier  levels  and  are  currently 
at  40  percent  of  the  year-earlier  level.    Consequently,  U.S.  early  1985/86 
season  exports  are  not  expected  to  reach  the  brisk  pace  set  in  the  fall  of 
1984. 

Projected  large  1985/86  foreign  exports  may  displace  some  of  the  gains  made 
by  U.S.  cotton  in  recent  years.    Reports  from  the  U.S.  agricultural 
counselor  in  Tokyo  indicate  the  price  gap  between  U.S.  cotton  and  other 
major  suppliers  could  cut  U.S.  exports  to  Japan  significantly  in  1985/86. 
Major  gainers  in  the  Japanese  market  would  likely  be  Australia  and  China. 
Increasing  production  and  the  weakened  Australian  dollar  are  expected  to 
help  Australia  in  the  Japanese  market.    Chinese  cotton  is  reportedly  gaining 
in  acceptance  among  Japanese  spinners.    Projected  1985/86  Japanese  imports 
are  placed  at  3.1  million  bales,  slightly  less  than  1984/85.  Importing 
Asian  countries  expect  a  slight  increase  in  1985/86.    Slight  inreases  in 
Taiwan,  South  Korea,  Hong  Kong,  and  Bangladesh  are  expected  to  exceed 
declines  in  Japan  and  Indonesia.    European  reports  call  for  a  slight 
increase  in  imports  by  West  Germany,  Portugal,  and  Spain. 
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Most  major  cotton  suppliers  indicate  increased  export  expectations.  Larger 
1985/86  forecasts  have  been  made  for  Australia,  Pakistan,  the  Soviet  Union, 
China,  and  Brazil.    Australia  reports  continued  strong  growth  of  its  cotton 
industry  and  its  favorable  exchange  rate  are  helping  increase  sales  to 
Pacific  Rim  countries  especially  Japan  and  Taiwan.    Pakistan  is  looking  to 
develop  new  markets  in  the  Middle  East  and  Europe  to  replace  its  former 
market  in  China.    Pakistan  has  successfully  used  barter  agreements  during 
1984/85  to  exchange  cotton  for  wheat  in  Eastern  Europe  and  Scandinavia. 
China  is  in  the  process  of  decentralizing  the  responsibl ity  for  foreign 
trade  even  though  cotton  remains  one  of  the  few  commodities  still  directly 
controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Economic  Relations  and  Trade.  China 
is  making  efforts  to  comply  with  internationally  accepted  trade  practices 
and  has  begun  to  use  200-kilogram  (441-pound)  bales  for  export. 

The  larger  forecast  1985  Soviet  crop  is  expected  to  make  more  cotton 
available  for  export  than  in  1983/84  or  1984/85.    Total  world  cotton  trade 
is  forecast  at  20.4  million  bales,  slightly  less  than  1984/85. 

World  carryout  stocks  for  1985/86  are  expected  to  increase  nearly  15  percent 
to  44.7  million  bales.    China  accounts  for  the  bulk  of  the  increase,  as 
their  1985/86  carryout  increases  to  21.2  million  bales  or  3.3  million  above 
the  1984/85  level.    Despite  their  lower  production  prospects,  the  size  of 
China's  cotton  crop  continues  to  exceed  local  marketing  requirements  even 
with  increased  efforts  by  the  export  and  textile  sectors  to  sell  more  cotton 
and  cotton  products.  The  next  largest  increase  in  carryout  stocks  is 
expected  to  take  place  in  the  United  States  as  stock  levels  are  projected  to 
increase  about  70  percent,  to  7  million  bales.    Moreover,  it  is  anticipated 
that  stocks  held  by  China  and  the  United  States  will  represent  63  percent  of 
world  stocks.    An  unusually  high  1985/86  stock  to  use  ratio  of  .63  exceeds 
the  record  84/85  ratio  and  bodes  ill  for  price  prospects. 

Pakistan  and  the  Soviet  Union  are  expected  to  increase  stocks  slightly,  but 
are  carrying  stock  levels  appropriate  to  meeting  normal  marketing 
requirements.    Several  major  suppliers  are  expected  to  reduce  stocks,  the 
most  significant  being  Brazil.    In  Brazil,  it  is  expected  that  1985/86 
carryout  will  be  reduced  by  about  400,000  bales,  as  lower  production  and 
increased  export  efforts  reduce  large  stocks  levels  to  1.7  million  bales. 
Turkey  is  also  expected  to  reduce  stocks  by  nearly  200,000  bales,  primarily 

because  of  reduced  crop  prospects. 

The  change  in  1984/85  world  carryout  stocks  from  the  previous  month  was  less 
than  100,000  bales  and  is  now  expected  to  be  39.0  million  bales  at  the  end 
of  the  marketing  year. 

International  cotton  prices  continued  to  decline  during  the  month  of  June. 
The  average  "A"  index  for  June  was  62.85  cents  per  pound,  a  222-point  drop 
from  the  previous  month's  level.    Similarly,  the  average  "B"  index  was  52.21 
cents  per  pound,  continuing  to  fall  below  the  55-cent  U.S.  loan  rate.  In 
summary,  the  price  gap  between  U.S.  quotes  and  foreign  growths  continues  to 
widen.    Therefore,  in  spite  of  the  decline  in  U.S.  prices,  they  remain 
higher  than  foreign  prices;  hence,  U.S.  export  sales  continue  sluggish. 
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INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 


Brazil i an  trade  reports  confirm  that  under  the  Brazilian-Nigerian  barter 
agreement,  Nigeria  has  exchanged  petroleum  for  a  wide  range  of  Brazilian 
manufactured  products  and  agricultural  commodities.    Approximately  20,000 
tons  of  cotton  were  exported  to  Nigeria  during  April  and  March  as  part  of 
the  agreement.  Nevertheless,  reports  state  that  further  cotton  exports  are 
unl ikely. 

According  to  trade  sources  in  Japan,  U.S.  cotton  imports  are  likely  to  fall 
by  as  much  as  25  percent  during  1985/86  as  the  result  of  the  widening  price 
gap  between  the  United  States  and  other  major  suppliers.    The  larger  than 
normal  price  gap  is  expected  to  most  seriously  hinder  sales  of  Texas  and 
Arizona  grown  varieties.    China  and  Australia  are  two  supplying  nations  most 
likely  to  increase  their  share  of  the  Japanese  market. 

Paki Stan  is  developing  new  markets  in  the  Middle  East  (Tunisia,  Algeria,  and 
Morocco)  and  in  Europe  in  face  of  the  increasing  Chinese  exports  to  the 
traditional  markets  in  Hong  Kong,  Japan,  South  Korea,  and  Thailand. 
Pakistan's  1984/85  cotton  exports  are  estimated  to  reach  1.2  million  bales. 
During  MY  1984/85,  Pakistan  traded  127,000  bales  of  cotton  in  barter 
agreements  with  Hungary,  Czechoslavakia,  Bulgaria,  Finland,  and  Sweden  for 
the  purchase  of  1.125  million  tons  of  soft  wheat. 

Austral i an  production  is  estimated  at  965,000  bales,  down  0.2  million  or  14 
percent  from  1984/85.    This  season's  poor  yields  are  likely  to  result  in 
reduced  dryland  plantings  next  year. 

Chinese  production  is  estimated  at  22.5  million  bales,  down  5.4  million  or 

19  percent  from  1984/85.    The  decrease  in  output  is  due  to  a  12percent  area 
decrease.    The  government  has  imposed  strict  measures  aimed  at  reducing 
cotton  output  in  an  effort  to  reduce  excessive  stock  levels  and  improve 
cotton  quality. 

Egyptian  production  is  estimated  at  2.0  million  bales,  up  0.2  million  or  9 
percent  from  1984/85.  Increased  output  is  anticipated  due  to  an  llpercent 
area  increase. 

Mexican  production  is  estimated  at  850,000  bales,  down  0.4  million  or  31 
percent  from  1984/85.    Production  is  expected  to  drop  sharply,  particularly 
in  the  northwest,  due  to  large  stock  levels  and  low  world  cotton  prices. 

Pakistani  production  is  estimated  at  4.0  million  bales,  down  0.6  million  or 
14  percent  from  the  1984/85  record  level.    The  decrease  in  output  is  due  to 
a  corresponding  decrease  in  planted  area.    Production  prospects  are 
threatened  by  inadequate  water  supplies. 

Turkish  production  is  estimated  at  2.4  million  bales,  down  0.3  million  or  10 
percent  from  1984/85.    Producers,  dissatisfied  with  last  year's  support 
prices  and  payment  policy  of  the  government,  planted  17  percent  less  cotton 
in  1985.

USSR  production  is  estimated  at  12.3  million  bales,  up  0.6  million  or  5 
percent  from  last  year.    Increased  output  is  anticipated  due  to  better 
management  practices  such  as  bonuses  for  high-quality  cotton  and  a  return  to 
more  hand-picked  cotton,  coupled  with  structural  changes  which  have 
facilitated  better  coordination  at  the  local  and  national  (Ministry  of 
Agriculture)  levels. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

Early  July  international  polyester  price  quotations  were  mixed  in 
international  markets.    U.S.  quotations  were  highest  at  70.0  cents  per 
pound.    Others  ranged  between  the  U.S.  level  and  Taiwan,  which  reported  47.5 
cents  per  pound,  the  lowest  in  recent  years.    Many  countries  listed  prices 
below  Janaury  1985  and  all  reported  declines  when  compared  with  year-earlier 
levels.    Countries  reporting  sharpest  declines  since  January  were  Taiwan,  16 
percent;  the  United  States,  8  percent;  and  Japan,  7  percent.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1984/85  cotton  export  sales  declined  to  the  lowest  level  of 
the  season  in  June.    Sales  during  the  4-week  period  ending  June  27,  1985, 
totaled  32,400  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland  cotton,  54  percent  below  May  and 
50  percent  below  June  1984.    Weekly  upland  cotton  sales  averaged  8,100  RB. 
Sales  of  1-1/16  inches  and  over  exceeded  total  sales  for  all  staple  lengths 
because  cancellations  of  1  inch  to  1  1/16  inch  cotton  were  larger  than 
actual  sales  during  June.    The  breakdown  of  sales  was  as  follows:  Upland 
1-1/16  inch  and  longer  44,100  RB;  1  inch  -  1/16  inches  13,900  RB  and  under  1 
inch  2,200  RB.    Pima  cotton  sales  totaled  2,800  RB  in  the  period  under 
review.    Japan  and  South  Korea  were  the  leading  buyers  of  Upland  cotton. 
Europe  was  the  leading  buyer  of  Pima  cotton.    Additional  details  can  be 
found  in  Table  7. 
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Marketing  Year  1985/86  cotton  export  sales  continue  to  lag  behind  the  sales 
pace  of  last  season.    Outstanding  1985/86  upland  cotton  sales  reached 
696,000  RB  as  of  June  27,  1985,  only  40  percent  of  the  1.7  million  RB  sold  a 
year  ago.    Japan,  South  Korea  and  European  Community  are  the  leading 
buyers.    All  have  purchased  much  less  than  a  year  ago.

COTTON  BRIEFS 

*--U.S.  trade  prospects  for  1985/86  were  reduced  to  4.0  million  bales 
reflecting    continued  improvement  in  supply  outlooks  for  major  competitors. 

*--Export  sales  for  1985/86  are  only  40  percent  of  sales  on  Aug.  1,  1984. 

*--The  Soviet  supply  outlook  improved  so  export  estimate  was  increased  and 
imports  lowered. 

*--China  continues  to  market  cotton  aggressively  throughout  Asia  with 
prospects  of  stock  levels  increasing  to  22.0  million  bales. 

*--1984/85  U.S.  export  estimate  was  "lowered  to  6.25  million  bales  reflecting 
lagging  weekly  shipments  during  June  and  July. 

Statistics  are  based  on  the  "World  Agricultural  Supply  and  Demand  Estimates" 
released  August  12.    The  cotton  year  runs  from  August  through  July.    All  bales 
in  the  report  are  480-pound  net  weight.    This  circular  was  prepared  by  the 
Tobacco,  Cotton  and  Seeds  Division,  FAS/USDA,  Washington,  D.C.  20250.  For 
more  information,  write  to  the  Division  or  call  (202)  382-9512.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  79.6  million  bales, up  1.6 
million  or  2  percent  from  last  month  but  down  7  percent  from  1984/85. 
Foreign  output  is  estimated  at  65.8  million,  up  0.3  million  from  last  month 
but  down  10  percent  from  a  year  ago.    Larger  output  is  anticipated  in  the 
Soviet  Union  and  Brazil  due  to  a  larger  estimated  crop  area.    The  crop  in 
Pakistan  is  down  100,000  bales.    U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  13.8 
million  bales,  up  10  percent  from  last  month  and  6  percent  above  1984/85. 

The  world  cotton  consumption  estimate  for  1985/86  is  placed  at  71.3  million 
bales,  up  slightly  from  last  month  and  1.6  million  above  the  1984/85  level. 
The  U.S.  consumption  estimate  has  been  increased  0.2  million  bales,  to  5.2 
million.    Consumption  estimates  were  increased  for  Poland,  Iran,  and  South 
Africa;  however,  this  was  offset  by  decreases  for  Canada,  Romania,  and 
Senegal . 

U.S.  Export  Sales  Report  indicates  1984/85  U.S.  cotton  exports  totaled  6.25 
million  bales  (5.95  million  running  bales),  8  percent  below  the  1983/84 
level  of  6.8  million  bales.    Exports  moved  briskly  during  the  first  7  months 
of  the  season  and  at  the  end  of  February  were  8  percent  ahead  of  a  year 
earlier.    Exports  began  to  fall  off  significantly  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  season  as  increasing  quantities  of  1984  crop  foreign  cotton  became 
available.  The  strong  dollar  and  the  U.S.  farm  program  made  it  increasingly 
difficult  for  U.S.  cotton  to  be  price  competitive.    Asia  and  Europe  were  the 
principal  markets  with  Asia  accounting  for  63  percent  of  U.S.  exports  and 
Europe  29  percent.    Larger  exports  were  made  to  Europe  and  North  Africa,  but 
less  went  to  Asia  and  the  Western  Hemisphere.    The  United  States  recorded 
its  first  exports  of  cotton  to  Egypt  since  the  1978/79  season. 

Official  U.S.  export  data  released  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports 
exports  during  the  first  11  months  of  the  season  totaled  5.9  million  bales. 
U.S.  cotton  imports  were  small,  totaling  23,254  bales  during  the  period. 

Current  conditions  indicate  that  the  excessive  supplies  which  dominated  the 
latter  half  of  the  1984/85  season  continue  to  influence  the  1985/86  U.S. 
export  outlook.    International  cotton  market  quotations  indicate  fierce 
price  competition  among  suppliers. 

The  August  2nd  Index"  A"  price  level  was  reported  at  57.85  cents  per  pound, 
c.i.f.  Northern  Europe,  the  lowest  since  Nov.  10,  1977.  Australian, 
Paraguayan  and  Franc  Zone  of  Africa  cottons  were  quoted  below  the  Index 
level  while  U.S.  Memphis  Territory  exceeded  the  index  by  10  cents  per 
pound.    Foreign  cotton  stocks  have  reached  a  record  35.9  million  bales. 
Forecast  1985/86  production  is  expected  to  be  second  only  to  1984  but  the 
record  stocks  will  push  supplies  above  last  season.    These  factors  are 
reflected  in  the  current  low  level  of  U.S.  1985/86  season's  outstanding 
export  sales.    U.S.  1985/86  season  exports  are  forecast  at  a  pessimistic  4.0 
million  bales,  over  one-third  less  than  last  season. 
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World  1985/86  cotton  trade  is  expected  to  drop  below  last  season's  level. 
Most  major  foreign  exporters  will  increase  exports  that  will  displace  gains 
made  by  U.S.  cotton  in  recent  years.    The  U.S.  share  of  world  trade  may 
decline  to  about  20  percent,  compared  to  shares  of  27,  35,  and  31,  percent 
the  past  3  years. 

The  larger  forecast  1985  Soviet  crop  is  expected  to  make  more  cotton 
available  for  export  than  in  1983/84  or  1984/85.    Total  world  cotton  trade 
is  forecast  at  20.0  million  bales,  slightly  less  than  1984/85. 

World  ending  stocks  for  1985/86  are  now  estimated  at  47.4  million  bales, 
2.7  million  above  last  month's  estimate,  and  7.3  million  above  the  1984/85 
level.    Upward  stock  revisions  for  the  United  States,  China,  and  Sudan 
contributed  to  the  increase.    The  U.S.  stock  estimate  increased  to  8.9 
million  bales,  nearly  2  million  above  last  month's  estimate.  Larger 
production  and  smaller  exports  are  the  primary  reasons  for  the  build-up  in 
stock  levels.    Similarly,  China's  ending  stocks  increased  to  22  million 
bales,  an  800,000-bale  increase,  reflecting  the  revised  1984  crop  estimate. 
Lastly,  Sudanese  cotton  stocks  increased  to  746,000  bales,  an  increase  of 
190,000  bales  from  last  month  demonstrating  the  difficulty  in  selling  the 
ample  supply  of  Sudanese  cotton.    With  prospects  of  a  continued  abundant 
world  supply  and  stagnant  world  trade  in  1985/86,  international  prices  slid 
again  in  July.    The  monthly  average  'A'  Index  fell  175  points  to  61.10  cents 
per  pound.    While  U.S.  quotes  were  also  lower,  they  remain  9  to  10  cents 
above  comparable  foreign  growths.    Despite  low  prices  trade  activity  remains 
sluggish.    In  part,  this  reflects  seasonal  drag  on  the  market,  but  also 
foreign  textile  mill  uncertainties  over  the  U.S.  farm  bill  and  rising 
protectionist  sentiments.    With  clouded  business  prospects,  purchasing 
decisions  for  1985/86  have  been  delayed. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Egypt  will  import  1,500  tons  of  Sudanese  short  staple  cotton,  according  to 
Egyptian  press  reports.    However,  since  this  cotton  was  produced  under  a 
joint  Egyptian/Sudanese  venture,  there  will  be  no  foreign  exchange  outlays 
by  Egypt.    To  reduce  the  risk  of  Egyptian  cotton  contamination,  spinning  and 
weaving  of  this  cotton  will  occur  in  the  Suez  Governate,  a  non-cotton 
producing  region.    (In  fact,  this  is  the  same  way  fumigated  U.S.  cotton  is 
handled.)    Cotton  authorities  say  that  this  is  part  of  a  series  of  trial 
shipments  that  Egypt  has  agreed  to  accept. 

The  Philippine  Cotton  Corporation  (PCC)  is  reluctant  to  endorse  Chinese  and 
Pakistani  cotton  import  applications  in  fear  that  such  imports  would  put 
downward  pressure  on  prices  for  locally  produced  cotton.    Applications  are 
pending  for  approximately  8,000  bales  offered  by  China  and  2,500  bales  by 
Pakistan.    The  Chinese  cotton  is  being  offered  at  48  cents  per  pound  for  1 
1/8"  staple  length  whereas  the  Pakistani  cotton  is  priced  at  50  cents  per 
pound.    In  addition  to  the  PCC,  importers  of  foreign  cotton  have  obtained 
clearances  from  the  Development  Bank  of  the  Philippines  (DBP).    According  to 
reports,  the  DBP  has  been  firm  on  its  commitment  not  to  allow  further  cotton 
imports  by  mills  which  have  not  satisfied  1984  contracts  with  U.S.  suppliers. 
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On  July  10,  the  Government  of  India  announced  the  authorization  to  import 
17,000  tons  (78,081  bales)  of  short  and  medium  staple  cotton.    The  action 
was  taken  after  recent  requests  by  the  Indian  textile  industry  to  allow 
import  of  cotton  to  replenish  domestic  supplies  until  1985  crop  Indian 
cotton  is  available.    All  imports  will  be  channeled  through  the  Cotton 
Corporation  of  India  and  will  be  used  for  manufacturing  coarse  and  medium 
quality  fabrics. 

India  announced  an  additional  long  and  extra-long  staple  cotton  export  quota 
of  78,081  bales  (17,000  tons).    Total  1984/85  season  quotas  now  stand  at 
230,339  bales  (50,150  tons).    Current  reports  indicate  133,200  bales  (29,000 
tons)  have  been  exported  thus  far  under  these  quotas. 

USSR  production  is  estimated  at  12.3  million  bales,  up  0.6  million  or  5 
percent  from  last  year.    Increased  output  is  anticipated  due  to  better 
management  practices  such  as  bonuses  for  high-quality  cotton  and  a  return  to 
more  hand-picked  cotton,  coupled  with  structural  changes  which  have 
facilitated  better  coordination  at  the  local  and  national  (Ministry  of 
Agriculture)  levels. 

Brazi 1  recently  announced  the  production  loan  schedule  (VBC)  for  1985/86 
central-south  agricultural  crops.    Although  the  funds  have  not  been 
approved,  it  is  felt  that  cotton  will  be  the  most  affected  crop.    Area  may 
be  down  as  much  as  20  percent  from  last  year  in  the  central  south  because 
the  government  is  emphasizing  increased  production  of  basic  food 
products-such  as  rice,  dry  beans,  corn,  and  manioc. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

Early  August  international  polyester  price  quotations  were  mixed  in 
international  markets.    U.S.  and  Asian  quotations  showed  declines.  All 
except  the  United  Kingdom  and  Italy  reported  declines  when  compared  with 
year-earlier  levels.    European  markets  showed  strong  increases  partially 
explained  by  currency  value  changes.

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EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1984/85  cancellations  exceeded  sales  during  the  5-week  period 
ending  July  31,  1985,  resulting  in  loss  of  8,700  running  bales  (RB). 
Cancellations  of  3,700  RB  1-1/16"  and  over  and  6,000  RB  l"to  1-1/16 
overshadowed  sales  of  1,000  RB  under  1".    Pima  sales  were  500  RB.  Additional 
details  can  be  found  in  Table  7. 

MY  1985/86  sales  through  Aug.  1,  1985,  including  457,900  RB  carried  over  from 
the  1984/85  season,  were  1,216,800  RB  or  40  percent  of  sales  made  by 
Aug.  1,  1984.    Sales  by  staple  length  were  885,000  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over 
284,000  RB  of  1"  to  1-1/16"  and  47,300  RB  under  1".    Major  buyers  were  South 
Korea,  Japan,  Italy,  Indonesia,  and  Canada.    Additional  details  can  be  found 
in  Table  8. 

Marketing  year  1985/86  cotton  export  sales  continue  to  lag  behind  the  sales 
pace  of  last  season.    Outstanding  1985/86  upland  cotton  sales  reached  696,000 
RB  as  of  June  27,  1985,  only  40  percent  of  the  1.7  million  RB  sold  a  year 
ago.    Japan,  South  Korea  and  the  European  Community  are  the  leading  buyers. 
All  have  purchased  much  less  than  a  year  ago.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


The  1985/86  world  cotton  consumption  estimate  is  71.6  million  bales,  up 
slightly  from  last  month's  estimate.    An  upward  revision  in  the  U.S. 
estimate  is  the  primary  reason  for  the  increase.    U.S.  consumption  is 
estimated  at  5.4  million  bales,  0.2  million  above  last  month.  Foreign 
consumption  is  estimated  at  66.2  million  bales,  near  last  month's  estimate. 
Reports  from  Brazil  indicate  improvements  in  the  economy  are  bringing  about 
an  increased  demand  for  cotton.    Brazilian  consumption  for  1985/86  is 
estimated  at  2.7  million  bales. 

World  cotton  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  79.7  million  bales, 
slightly  above  last  month's  estimate.    U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  13.7 
million  bales,  down  slightly  from  August  indications.    However,  foreign 
production  is  estimated  at  66.05  million  bales,  up  modestly  due  to  improved 
Egyptian  crop  prospects. 

Prospects  for  1985/86  world  trade  improved  slightly  during  the  month.  World 
exports  are  estimated  at  20.5  million  bales,  marginally  above  the  August 
projection,  but  remain  slightly  below  last  year's  figure.    Upward  revisions 
for  Brazil  and  Egypt  account  for  the  larger  world  export  figure.    The  crop 
in  southern  Brazil  was  increased  and  authorities  continue  to  accept  offers 
under  their  export  scheme  despite  reaching  the  230,000-bale  limit 
established  under  the  program. 

Export  prospects  for  China,  Australia,  Pakistan,  and  Brazil  continue  bright 
despite  little  incentive  for  importing  countries  to  make  purchases  at  this 
time.    These  countries'  are  expected  to  benefit  at  the  expense  of  U.S. 
cotton  exports  because  of  price  disparities.    The  U.S.  export  estimate 
remains  at  4.0  million  bales.    According  to  the  U.S.  Export  Sales  Report 
for  the  first  4  weeks  in  August,  shipments  are  approximately  one-third  the 
level  they  were  a  year  ago.    Through  August  29,  exports  of  upland  cotton  are 
about  170,000  bales,  one  of  the  slowest  August  shipments  on  record. 

The  final  U.S.  cotton  export  figure  for  1984/85  was  6.215  million  bales. 
The  slow  July  movement  of  268,000  bales  fell  30  percent  below  last  year's 
July  figure.    Shipments  to  Japan  were  off  by  about  50  percent,  which 
accounted  in  large  part  for  the  extremely  slow  activity  during  the  month. 

International  cotton  prices  have  declined  in  recent  weeks.    The  average 
monthly  "A"  Index  is  56.97  cents  per  pound,  down  more  than  400  points  from 
the  August  average;  whereas  the  average  monthly  "B"  Index  is  47.03  cents  per 
pound,  195  points  below  last  month's  average.    Similarly,  the  average 
monthly  Memphis  price  has  declined  by  218  points  to  68.20  cents  per  pound 
since  last  month.     In  fact,  the  market  average  price  for  SLM  1-1/16"  this 
week  moved  below  the  basic  new  crop  support  level,  and  early  ginnings  are 
already  moving  into  the  loan.    The  USSR  is  also  offering  cotton  for  sale  at 
a  level  that  has  brought  the  quotation  for  Vtoroi  back  into  the  "A"  Index 
calcul ation. 
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World  1985/86  cotton  ending  stocks  are  now  estimated  at  47.2  million  bales, 
slightly  below  last  month's  estimate.    The  U.S.  stock  estimate  is  at  8.4 
million  bales,  moderately  below  last  month's  estimate.    However,  the 
decrease  was  offset  by  increases  in  Brazil,  Burma,  and  Egypt,  reflecting 
larger  crop  prospects. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Pdki Stan  recently  contracted  to  sell  60,000-75,000  bales  of  cotton  to  India 
within  the  next  2  weeks.    The  contract  was  negotiated  at  a  cost  of  $344.00 
per  candy  (784  lbs.)  which  is  currently  $40.00  cheaper  than  the  equivalent 
Indian  variety.    The  availability  of  Pakistani  cotton  at  this  price  has 
reportedly  depressed  India's  domestic  cotton  market  slightly. 

Recent  reports  indicate  Canada  has  purchased  cotton  from  China  and  is 
considering  purchases  from  other  countries,  including  Australia  and 
Pakistan.    The  United  States  has  traditionally  supplied  about  95  percent  of 
the  Canadian  market.    This  season,  the  U.S.  share  could  fall  to  50  percent, 
as  offers  of  cotton  10  to  12  cents  per  pound  below  U.S.  quotes  are  being 
made  to  Canada. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

During  the  first  part  of  September,  international  polyester  quotations  edged 
slightly  lower  in  Asia,  but  were  mixed  in  Western  Europe.    Quotes  for 
Italian,  British  and  German  fibers  are  above  year-earlier  levels,  despite 
the  more  fierce  competition  from  lower  cotton  prices.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1984/85  cotton  export  sales  during  the  4-week  period  ending 
Aug.  29,  1985,  totaled  41,000  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland  cotton,  only  8 
percent  of  those  a  year  ago.    (See  Table  7).    Sales  by  staple  length  were 
45,900  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over;  a  reduction  of  6,000  RB  of  1"  to  1-1/16" 
and  1,100  RB  under  1".    Major  buyers  were  Japan  and  Korea.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


The  world  cotton  consumption  estimate  for  1985/86  declined  slightly  to  71.5 
million  bales,  reflecting  lower  estimates  for  Hong  Kong,  Bangladesh,  Japan, 
and  Thailand.    However,  these  lower  stimates  were  nearly  offset  by  improved 
U.S.  prospects  now  indicated  at  5.75  million  bales,  up  7  percent  from  last 
month.    The  Hong  Kong  consumption  estimate  is  600,000  bales,  down  200,000 
bales  from  last  month's  level,  as  a  result  of  shrinking  textile  exports. 
Local  spinners  are  faced  with  increased  competition  from  overseas  suppliers 
of  textile  goods--compl icated  by  increasing  production  costs.  Bangladesh 
consumption  is  estimated  at  225,000  bales,  a  75,000-bale  decrease  from  the 
previous  month.    Even  though  the  1985/86  estimate  was  lowered,  it  will  still 
be  20,000  bales  above  the  1984/85  level.    According  to  sources  in 
Bangladesh,  the  Bangladesh  Textile  Mills  Corporation  will  use  approximately 
140,000  bales  and  the  private  sector  will  use  nearly  85,000  bales.  Japanese 
cotton  consumption  is  estimated  at  3  million  bales,  down  75,000  bales  from 
last  month's  estimate  which  was  related  to  high  levels  of  yarn  and  fabric 
imports.    The  Thailand  consumption  estimate  is  600,000  bales,  a  decrease  of 
65,000  bales  due  to  a  domestic  economic  slump  during  the  first  half  of 
1985.    Furthermore,  a  number  of  mills  have  begun  to  reduce  production 
because  of  a  reported  decline  in  domestic  textile  sales  of  about  5  percent. 

World  production  for  1985/85  is  estimated  at  81.2  million  bales,  up  1.5 
million  or  2  percent  from  last  month  but  down  6  percent  from  last  year's 
record  crop.    U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  13.6  million  bales,  virtually 
unchanged  from  last  month.    Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  67.5  million 
bales,  up  1.5  million  or  2  percent  from  last  month,  but  down  8  percent  from 
last  year.    Important  changes  from  last  month  are  the  following: 

Chinese  production  is  estimated  at  24  million  bales,  up  1.5  million  or  7 
percent  from  last  month,  but  down  16  percent  from  last  year.    Larger  output 
is  anticipated  as  a  result  of  increased  yield  prospects.    The  Israeli  cotton 
crop  is  estimated  at  445,000  bales,  5  percent  below  last  month's  estimate 
due  to  pest  infestation.    The  Pakistani  cotton  crop  is  estimated  at  4 
million  bales,  3  percent  above  last  month  due  to  improved  yield  prospects. 
The  1985/86  Australian  crop  forecast  has  been  reduced  to  885,000  bales. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  faltered  in  August,  slipping  to  the  lowest  montly  level 
since  October  1977.    Monthly  exports  totaled  207,000  bales,  23  percent  below 
July  and  less  than  half  the  August  1984  level.    September  export  movement 
reported  in  the  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  continued  slow.  Cumulative 
August-October  3  export  movement  was  reported  at  395,600  bales  (376,700 
running  bales),  51  percent  below  the  same  period  of  1984/85.    Exports  to  all 
areas  except  Africa  were  below  last  year.    South  Korea  and  Japan  were  the 
leading  markets.    The  U.S.  1985/86  season  export  forecast  has  been  reduced 
to  3.5  bales,  reflecting  the  non-competitive  U.S.  pricing  and  resulting 
slow  sales. 

The  world  1985/86  cotton  trade  forecast  has  been  trimmed,  reflecting 
increasing  pessimism  in  major  foreign  consuming  countries  and  lower  export 
projections  for  the  United  States,  Brazil,  and  Egypt.    Exports  are  forecast 
at  19.5  million  bales,  5  percent  below  1984/85.    Major  foreign  exporters 
still  expecting  larger  shipments  are  China,  the  Soviet  Union,  Pakistan,  and 
Sudan. 
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World  1985/86  ending  stocks  are  forecast  at  51  million  bales,  3.8  million 
above  last  month's  estimate,  largely  due  to  significant  increase  in  China's 
stocks  to  25.4  million  bales.    Reports  from  the  Chinese  "State  Council 
Circular"  point  out  that  even  though  area  was  reduced  in  1985,  production 
still  exceeds  demand  and  cotton  stocks  are  increasing.    Similarly,  Brazil 
and  Indonesia's  ending  stock  forecasts  have  been  increased.    The  Brazilian 
ending  stock  estimate  is  at  2  million  bales,  a  100,000-bale  increase  from 
last  month's  projection,  reflecting  a  decline  in  export  prospects. 
Indonesian  stocks  are  forecast  at  107,000  bales,  a  69,000-bale  increase  from 
last  month's  estimate,  which  was  due  to  larger  cotton  production  and 
decreased  domestic  demand. 

Monthly  average  international  prices  continued  their  downward  movement  in 
September.    The  'A'  Index  average  monthly  price  slipped  to  53.43  cents  per 
pound,  354  points  below  the  August  price  level.    On  the  other  hand,  U.S. 
price  quotes  fell  marginally  supported  by  the  1985  loan  levels.  The 
disparity  between  U.S.  and  foreign  growths  widened  further  during  the  month 
with  U.S.  varieties  priced  more  than  25  percent  above  some  of  the  major 
competitors. 

Weekly  export  sales  and  shipments  reflect  the  non-competitive  U.S.  price 
position  with  sales  running  nearly  one-third  of  last  year's  level  and 
shipments  at  about  one-half. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Ital i an  spinning  sector  credits  depressed  state  to  increased  imports  of 
yarn,  towels,  and-  household  linens  from  lower  labor  cost  countries. 

Yugoslavia  reports  record  calendar  1984  cotton  imports  of  582,700  bales 
(126,860  tons)  of  cotton.  The  Soviet  Union  was  the  leading  supplier  at 
242,900  bales.    Imports  from  the  United  States  totaled  138,600  bales. 

Swi tzerl and  reports  1984/85  yarn  production  increased  slightly  to  56,776 
tons.    Ninety  percent  was  reported  to  be  pure  cotton  yarn.    Swiss  mills  are 
continuing  to  modernize  spinning  equipment  in  order  to  remain  competitive  in 
high  quality  products.    Mills  were  reported  to  be  operating  at  full  capacity. 

Belgium  projects  larger  calendar  1985  production  of  yarns  and  fabrics.

Belgium  has  launched  a  large  promotional  effort  for  clothing  exports;  the 
Japanese  and  European  markets  have  been  targeted  in  the  program. 
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MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 


Western  Europe  reports  rising  polyester  fiber  prices  during  the  early  part  of 
the  1985/86  season,  while  quotations  in  Taiwan  and  the  United  States  were 
stable  or  slightly  lower.    West  Germany  reports  the  largest  gain,  increasing 
from  70  cents  per  pound  in  August  to  79  cents  in  early  October.  United 
States  quotations  were  recorded  at  65  cents  per  pound  in  early  October,  2 
cents  below  August,  while  Taiwan  prices  were  unchanged.    Japanese  quotations 
declined  in  September,  but  increased  sharply  in  early  October.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1985/86  upland  cotton  export  sales  during  the  5-week  period 
ending  October  3,  1985,  totaled  77,500  running  bales,  (RB)  nearly  double 
last  month's  level.    (See  Table  7).    Sales  by  staple  length  were  77,600  RB 
of  1-1/16"  and  over;  a  reduction  of  5,400  RB  of  1"  to  1-1/16"  and  an 
increase  of  5,400  RB  under  1".    Major  buyers  were  Japan,  Zaire, 
Yugoslavia,  and  Ghana.    American  Pima  sales  were  21,000  RB  for  the  period 
as  Yugoslavia  and  Germany  added  to  their  purchases. 

SPECIAL  SECTION:  1984/85  U.S.  COTTON  TRADE  BY  CUSTOMS  DISTRICT 

U.S.  cotton  exports  shifted  toward  West  Coast  ports  during  1984/85.  West 
Coast  ports  accounted  for  71  percent  of  exports  as  compared  with  65 
percent  in  1983/84.    The  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco  customs  districts 
led  in  cotton  exports  with  2.8  million  and  1.3  million  bales, 
respectively.    Only  San  Francisco  and  Seattle  showed  major  gains  over 
1983/84.    East  Coast  ports  represented  4  percent.  Great  Lakes  3  percent 
and  Gulf  exports  22  percent.    Total  1984/85  exports  were  6.2  million 
bales,  a  drop  of  8  percent  from  the  6.8  million  bales  exported  in 
1983/84.    Total  value  of  1984/85  exports  was  $2.1  billion. 
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U.S.  cotton  imports  totaled  only  23,700  bales  in  1984/85.    The  major  supplier 
was  Mexico  and  the  leading  ports  of  entry  were  Laredo,  Texas  and  San  Diego, 
California.    Charleston,  South  Carolina  and  Wilmington,  North  Carolina  were 
the  two  largest  importing  ports  on  the  East  Coast.    Total  value  of  1984/85 
imports  was  $7.7  million.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


Prospects  for  worla  cotton  consumption  during  1985/86  improved  during 
October  to  71.9  million  bales,  an  increase  of  about  350,000  bales  over  the 
previous  month's  estimate.    Tne  gain  primarily  reflects  an  improved 
consumption  outlook  in  India  and  China.    As  India's  mill  activity  is 
stronger  than  earlier  anticipated  and  its  textile  export  picture  remains 
favorable,  consumption  for  1985/86  is  expected  to  reach  7.2  million  bales. 
In  China,  government  policies  have  been  implemented  to  increase  cotton  use. 
Implementation  of  retail  installment  sales  and  tax  reductions  on  yarn  and 
cloth  are  expected  to  boost  consumption  to  17.2  million  bales,  200,000  above 
the  previous  estimate. 

In  contrast,  Taiwan's  consumption  prospects  for  this  season  weakened  to  1.1 
million  bales  as  textile  mills  experience  significant  sales  reductions  and 
textile  stocks  continue  to  grow.    Similarly,  Egypt's  cotton  consumption 
estimate  was  reduced  to  1.5  million  bales  as  a  result  of  lower  production 
prospects  and  limited  imports  due  to  trade  finance  constraints.    Despite  the 
net  gain  in  world  consumption,  a  severe  oversupply  situation  continues. 

World  cotton  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  81.7  million  bales,  up 
500,000  or  less  than  1  percent  from  the  prior  month,  but  down  6  percent  from 
last  year's  record  crop.    U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  13.9  million 
bales,  up  200,000  or  2  percent  from  last  month.    Foreign  production  is 
estimated  at  67.8  million  bales,  also  up  200,000  or  less  than  1  percent,  but 
down  9  percent  from  last  year's  record.    Production  in  Pakistan  is  estimated 
at  4.3  million  bales,  a  gain  of  300,000  bales  or  8  percent  from  last  month, 
but  down  7  percent  from  last  year's  record.    The  crop  benefited  from 
favorable  late-season  weather.     Indian  production  is  estimated  at  7.2 
million  bales,  200,000  bales  or  3  percent  higher  than  the  previous  month, 
but  down  9  percent  from  last  year's  record  which  was  aided  by  favorable 
post-monsoon  rains.    Cotton  production  in  Mexico  is  estimated  at  800,000 
bales,  down  50,000  bales  or  6  percent  from  last  month,  and  35  percent  from 
last  year.    The  smaller  output  is  attributed  to  lower  yield  prospects. 

U.S.  exports  remain  extremely  weak.    September  exports  totaled  200,000 
bales,  3  percent  below  August  and  28  percent  below  September  1984. 
August-September  exports  totaled  407,000  bales,  46  percent  below  the  758,000 
bales  exported  in  the  same  period  of  1984/85.    Korea  was  the  leading 
destination,  accounting  for  35  percent  of  this  season's  exports.    Exports  to 
other  major  buyers  are  down  sharply.    October  export  movement  reported  in 
the  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  continued  slow.    First  quarter  1985/86  export 
movement  was  reported  at  594,000  bales  (566,000  running  bales),  44  percent 
below  the  first  quarter  of  1984/85. 

Worla  1985/86  cotton  trade  is  projected  moderately  below  last  season's  as 
many  major  consuming  countries  expect  lower  imports  in  view  of  their  soft 
textile  industry  conditions.    World  cotton  imports  are  forecast  at  19.5 
million  bales,  3  percent  below  last  season's  level.    Asia  expects  the  most 
significant  drop  in  imports.    Recent  reports  from  Taiwan  indicate  that  a 
reduction  in  textile  export  sales  and  a  buildup  in  textile  stocks  are 
expecteo  to  pull  cotton  imports  down  to  the  lowest  level  in  recent  years. 
World  exports  are  forecast  at  19.6  million  bales,  a  drop  of  4  percent  from 
last  year.    Foreign  exports  of  16.1  million  bales  are  forecast  moderately 
above  1984/85,  reflecting  large  cotton  supplies  and  low  prices.  U.S. 
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projected  exports  of  3.5  million  bales  are  considerahly  below  1984/85, 
reflecting  current  noncompetitive  prices  in  international  markets. 

World  1985/86  ending  stocks  are  estimated  at  51.6  million  bales,  a  600,000 
bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    Significant  increases  occurred  in 
estimates  for  India  and  Pakistan.    India's  ending  stock  levels  increased  to 
1.8  million  bales  (a  406,000-bale  gain)  due  to  larger  carryover  resulting 
from  the  revised  1984/85  crop  estimate.    Well  distributed  rains  throughout 
the  latter  halves  of  September  and  October  1984  and  minimal  occurrences  of 
pests  and  aiseases,  resulted  in  record  1984  cotton  yields.    Pakistani  ending 
stocks  are  estimated  at  1.4  million  bales  (a  196,000-bale  increase)  caused 
by  improved  1985  crop  prospects.    Small  additions  to  ending  stock  also  were 
made  in  estimates  for  Mexico  and  Australia. 

International  cotton  prices  continue  downward.    The  average  monthly  'A' 
Index  is  at  48.84  cents  per  pound,  459  points  below  the  earlier  month's 
level.    Similarly,  the  average  monthly  'B'  Index  is  at  ^3.41  cents  per  pound 
--decreasing  194  points.    This  downward  trend  has  existed  for  the  past  three 
months.     In  contrast,  for  the  same  period,  the  average  monthly  Memphis  M 
1-3/32"  price  has  risen  to  68.65  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  of  71  points. 
Tne  Orl/Tex  SLM  "1"  price  increased  65  points  to  61.65  cents  per  pound  from 
August.    Thus,  U.S.  growths  continue  an  up  trend,  causing  U.S.  prices  to 
remain  aoove  major  competitors. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  Thai  bovernment  recently  lowered  the  import  duty  on  raw  cotton  to  about 
1.7  cents  per  pound.    Although  this  is  welcome  news  for  shippers,  the  new 
Quty  remains  considerably  higher  than  the  rate  of  0.6  cent  per  pound  in 
effect  before  October  1984. 

Indi a  has  suspended  cotton  imports  to  bolster  domestic  cotton  prices.  India 
authorized  cotton  imports  in  July  to  replenish  domestic  supplies  until  1985 
crop  Indian  cotton  oecame  available.    About  58,000  bales  have  been  imported 
from  Pakistan.    The  remainder  of  the  July  authorization  will  not  be 
imported.    India  has  also  authorized  release  of  308,000  bales  of  long  and 
extra-long  staple  cotton  for  export  to  help  support  domestic  prices. 

According  to  the  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in  Canberra,  Austral i  a ' s 
1985/86  cotton  crop  is  currently  forecast  at  886,000  bales  from  a  harvested 
area  of  176,000  hectares.    Planting  is  currently  underway  in  most  areas.  In 
the  Naomi,  Gwydir,  and  Macquaire  Valleys  of  New  South  Wales,  good  soil 
moisture  conaitions  have  resulted  in  plantings  being  4-5  days  ahead  of 
average.    Planting  conditions  in  the  growing  areas  of  central  Queensland  are 
also  gooa  afid  increased  plantings  are  expected.    However,  water  and  soil 
moisture  levels  are  average  on  the  Darling  Downs  in  Queensland.  Overall, 
irrigation  supplies  for  the  cotton  area  are  reported  to  be  adequate  and 
irrigated  plantings  are  expected  to  increase.    However,  because  of  the  high 
degree  of  yielc  risk,  plantings  of  dryland  cotton  are  expected  to  fall 
significantly  from  the  8,000  hectares  sown  in  1984/85.    During  the  1984/85 
cotton  season,  Australia  produced  a  record  1.1  million  bales  of  cotton  from 
a  harvested  area  of  170,000  hectares. 
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MANMAUE  Fibers  and  textiles 


The  U.S.  textile  trade  balance  continues  to  deteriorate  as  January-August 
textile  trade  recorded  import  gains  and  export  losses  versus  the  same  1984 
period.    Textile  trade  deficit  reached  $8.9  billion,  4  percent  above  a  year 
ago.    Cotton  products  recorded  the  largest  trade  deficit,  at  $3.9  billion, 
followed  by  manmaae  products,  $3.8  billion  and  wool  products,  $1.2  billion. 
Imports  of  all  textile  products  totaled  $10.5  billion  and  exports  $1.6 
billion  during  the  period. 

January-August  import  volume  was  down  slightly,  even  though  import  value 
increased.    Cumulative  imports  reached  7.1  billion  square  yard  equivalents 
(SYEj,  2.1  percent  less  than  the  same  period  of  1984.    Cotton  products 
totaled  2.8  billion  SYE;  wool,  168  million  SYE,  and  manmade  fiber  products, 
4.1  billion  SYE. 

International  polyester  price  trends  were  mixed  during  October.  Western 
European  and  Japanese  quotations  were  reported  up  from  September  levels, 
while  markets  in  the  United  States  ana  Taiwan  were  unchanged.  Early 
November  quotations  indicated  additional  increases  in  Japan  and  the  United 
Kingdom.    The  United  States  and  Italian  quotations  were  unchanged  in  early 
November  while  the  West  German  quotation  declined.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1985/86  sales  of  upland  cotton  during  the  4-week  period 
enaing  October  31  dropped  to  the  lowest  level  this  season.    Sales  totaled 
38,800  running  bales  (RB),  50  percent  below  the  September  and  barely  over 
one-tenth  the  October  1984  level  (See  Table  7).    Weekly  upland  sales 
averaged  9,700  RB.    Sales  by  staple  length  were  29,700  RB  of  1-1/16"  and 
over;  7,800  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  1,300  RB  under  1".    Major  buyers  were  Japan 
and  South  Korea.    Sales  of  Pima  cotton  also  dropped  sharply  to  1,300  RB. 


Marketing  year  1986/87  export  sales  have  been  very  slow.    Export  sales  of 
1986/87  upland  cotton  totaled  500  RB  during  the  period  under  review.  As 
of  October  31,  1985,  outstanding  1986/87  marketing  year  sales  were  13,100 
RB,  compared  with  34,700  RB  a  year  earlier.

Statistics  are  based  on  the  "World  Agricultural  Supply  and  Demand  Estimates" 
released  December  10.    The  cotton  year  runs  from  August  through  July.    All  bales 
in  the  report  are  480  pound-net  weight.    This  circular  was  prepared  by  the 
Tobacco,  Cotton  and  Seeds  Division,  FAS/USDA,  Washington,  D.C.  20250.    For  more 
information,  write  to  the  division  or  call  (202)  382-9512. 
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Worlo  1985/86  cotton  consumption  is  estimated  at  72.1  million  bales,  a 
200,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    A  upward  revision  in  the 
Soviet  Union  estimate  is  the  major  reason  for  the  decline.    The  Soviet 
Union  consumption  estimate  is  9.6  million  bales  (a  100,000-bale  decrease) 
due  to  reduced  supply  prospects.    In  contrast,  the  Brazilian  estimate  is 
2.8  million  bales  (a  50,000-bale  increase)  reflecting  an  improved  economic 
situation  in  the  Brazilian  textile  industry. 

Worla  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  81.1  million  bales,  down  0.5 
million  or  1  percent  from  last  month  and  down  7  percent  from  last  year's 
record  crop.    U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  13.8  million  bales,  down 
slightly  from  last  month.    Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  67.3  million 
bales,  down  0.5  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  down  9 
percent  from  last  year's  record.    Production  in  the  Soviet  Union  is 
estimated  at  12.3  million  bales,  down  0.2  million  or  2  percent  from  last 
month.    Although  crop  quality  is  reportealy  good,  snow  has  slowed  the 
harvest  in  Uzbekistan,  the  largest  producing  republic.    Severe  drought 
delayed  plantings  and  necessitated  replantings  in  Brazil  as  late  as  early 
December.    Brazilian  production  has  been  reduced  to  3.0  million  bales. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  continue  to  trail  monthly  levels  established  in  recent 
years.    October  exports  totaled  218,000  bales,  29  percent  below  October 
1984  ano  the  smallest  October  movement  since  1977.    First  quarter  1985/86 
exports  totaled  625,700  bales,  41  percent  below  the  first  quarter  of  last 
season.    South  Korea  and  Japan  are  the  leading  foreign  markets  for  U.S. 
cotton.    The  only  destinations  registering  significant  increases  were 
Zaire,  Ghana,  Spain,  and  the  United  Kingdom.    During  1980-84,  first  quarter 
exports  accounted  for  16  percent  of  the  average  annual  total.  The  U.S. 
Export  Sales  report  indicates  the  November  export  pace  improved  slightly, 
but  continued  to  lag  significantly  behind  levels  exported  in  recent  years. 
Exports  curing  the  4  weeks  ending  November  28,  1985,  totaled  208,000  bales 
(198,000  running  bales)  59  percent  below  a  year  earlier.    Cumulative  export 
movement  through  November  28  was  reported  at  800,000  bales. 

Worla  cotton  trade  was  adjusted  down  slightly  from  the  November  estimate, 
primarily  reflecting  reduced  prospects  for  the  United  States.    The  U.S. 
estimate  was  reduced  400,000  bales  to  reflect  continued  slow  sales  in  light 
of  noncompetitive  U.S.  price  levels.    Egypt  has  announced  export  sales  of 
795,000  bales  this  season.    Brazilian  exports  were  reduced  to  reflect  the 
revised  crop    estimate  ana  strong  aomestic  demand.    Pakistani  exports  were 
increased  to  1.5  million  bales  as  export  sales  and  movement  are  reported 
strong . 

Monthly  average  international  prices  declined  again  in  November.    The  'A' 
Index  average  was  48.01  cents  per  pound,  83  points  below  the  October 
level.    Since  August,  price  declines  have  taken  place  in  spite  of  the  57 
cent  U.S.  loan  rate,  traditionally  thought  to  act  as  a  floor  or,  at  least, 
cushion  for  world  prices.    Ample  exportable  supplies  outside  the  United 
States  are  primarily  responsible  for  the  continued  downward  movement  of 
international  prices. 
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U.S.  price  quotations  in  international  markets  oeclined  modestly  over  the 
last  month.    The  monthly  average  for  Memphis  MIDD.  1-3/32"  was  68.31  cents 
per  pound,  34  points  below  last  month's  figure.    Short  staple  Texas/Orleans 
cotton  was  quoted  at  around  64  cents  beginning  in  December.    Sales  continue 
at  minimal  levels  as  the  price  gap  widens  between  U.S.  and  competitor 
quotes. 

World  1985/86  ending  stocks  are  now  estimated  at  51.4  2illion  bales, 
reflecting  significant  decreases  in  the  estimates  for  the  Soviet  Union, 
Australia,  ana  Pakistan.    The  Soviet  Union  estimate  is  at  2.2  million 
bales,  a  200,000-bale  decrease  from  last  month's  estimate.    The  decline  is 
primarily  due  to  a  decrease  in  supply  prospects.    Australia's  estimate  is 
at  592,000  bales  (down  105,000  bales)  which  was  brought  about  by  reduction 
in  the  crop  forecast  and  an  improved  export  outlook.    Similarly,  Pakistani 
ending  stocks  decreased  to  1.4  million  bales,  a  100,000-bale  decline  caused 
by  improved  export  possibilities.  In  constrast,  the  estimate  for  U.S. 
ending  stocks  increased  to  9.0  million  bales  (a  100,000-bale  increase)  due 
to  aecreasea  export  prospects. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

China  reports  600,654  bales  (130,776  tons)  of  cotton  were  exported  during 
January-June  1985,  a  gain  of  5  percent  over  the  comparable  period  of  1984. 
Exports  of  cotton  yarn  were  reported  at  57,282  tons,  and  cotton  cloth  713 
million  meters  during  the  same  period.    Yarn  exports  showed  a  gain  of  15 
percent  ana  cloth  exports  17  percent  over  a  year  earlier.    Cotton  imports 
were  reported  at  331  bales  (72  tons). 

With  cotton  exports  at  a  virtual  stanostill,  the  Government  of  Turkey 
reduced  the  cotton  export  tax  rate  from  10  cents  for  Aegean/Antalya  and  5 
cents  for  Cukurova  to  less  than  01  cent  per  KG.,  in  November.    This  effort 
is  aimed  at  encouraging  cotton  exports.    However,  at  early  December 
domestic  prices,  unless  further  devaluation  of  the  Turkish  lira  takes 
place,  cotton  would  still  be  sold  in  international  markets  at  a  loss. 

Egypt  has  announced  opening  export  prices  for  1985/86  crop  cotton  as 
fol lows : 


Prices  reflect  standard  grade  plus  l/4d  and  range  from  8-14  cents  below 
1984/85  crop  opening  prices. 

Colombia  has  established  revised  1985/86  crop  price  levels  for  cotton 
purchased  by  the  textile  industry  for  use  in  products  sold  on  the  domestic 
market  ana  for  use  in  products  to  be  exported.    The  revised  levels  with 
1984/85  in  parenthesis  are;  cotton  for  use  in  domestic  products  68.3  U.S. 
cents  per  pound  (77.3  cents)  and  for  products  to  be  exported  61.4  cents  per

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pouna  (63.4  cents).    The  price  differential  is  designed  to  allow  Colombian 
textile  producers  to  compete  more  effectively  in  international  markets  with 
foreign  textile  producers  who  can  purchase  cotton  on  world  markets. 

The  cotton  crop  in  Austral i a  is  estimated  at  830,000  bales,  down  6  percent 
from  last  month.    Plantings  are  down  in  the  rain-grown  areas  of  New  South 
Wales  and  in  the  Darling  Downs  area  of  Queensland.    In  the  Darling  Downs 
area,  soil  moisture  levels  were  average  at  planting  time.    However,  on-farm 
water  storage  levels  are  now  critically  low. 

MANhAuE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

November  polyester  price  levels  recorded  gains  in  Asean  markets  and  Italy 
while  levels  declined  in  the  United  States  and  West  Germany.  Early 
December  quotations  were  mixed  as  West  European  markets  and  Japan  reported 
price  increases  while  the  United  States  and  Taiwan  remained  stable.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET. OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1985/86  sales  of  upland  cotton  during  the  4-week  period 
November  1-28  were  77,700  running  bales  (RB),  double  the  October  rate  but  only 
16  percent  the  November  1984  rate  (See  Table  7).    Weekly  sales  averaged  19,400 
RB.    Sales  by  staple  length  were  75,000  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over,  5,200  RB  1 
inch  to  1-1/16"  and  a  reduction  of  2,500  RB  under  inch.    Major  buyers  continue 
to  be  Japan  ana  South  Korea.    Sales  of  Pima  cotton  improved  by  9,800  RB, 
principally  to  West  Germany. 

Marketing  year  1986/87  export  sales  continues  very  slow.    Outstanding  upland 
sales  are  17,200  RB  compared  with  49,000  RB  at  this  time  last  year.
